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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

During  the  year  1928  the  Selectmen  have  carried  on, 
with  the  exception  of  Argilla  Road  construction,  only 
such  activities  as  were  absolutely  necessary  to  conduct 
routine  business  in  their  several  departments.  Expendi- 
tures have  been  curtailed  to  as  small  an  amount  as  was 
possible.  Our  requests  for  funds  for  the  year  1929  are 
made  as  small  as  possible. 

We  anticipate  at  this  time  no  extraordinary  outlay 
for  new  construction.  Industrial  conditions  do  not  justify 
the  expenditure  of  money  in  excess  of  that  amount  neces- 
sary to  keep  equipment  and  replacements  in  a  normal 
state. 

The  Soldiers'  Relief  department  may  eventually  re- 
quire an  additional  appropriation. 

The  Police  department  has  operated  during  the  past 
year  very  efficiently. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  Selectmen 
petitioned  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  borrow  money 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  for  the  installation  of  a  sewer 
system.  This  legislation  has  been  passed,  and  the  act 
will  appear  in  the  warrant  for  either  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion at  the  town  meeting.  This  Enabling  act  if  accepted 
by  the  town  will  have  a  life  of  five  years.  Acceptance  of 
this  act  does  not  involve  the  expenditure  of  money,  unless 
and  until  such  time  as  the  town  may  call  a  meeting  for 
that  purpose.

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ASSESSORS'  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

In  making  this,  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  there  has  been  included  the  work  sheet  that  is 
used  in  computing  the  tax  rate,  and  the  tables  of  aggre- 
gates covering  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  total  assessed  valuation  for  last  year  crossed 
the  $8,000,000  mark  while  this  year  a  slight  drop  from 
this  figure  will  be  seen.  This  was  due  to  the  local  in- 
dustrial conditions  throughout  the  town.  Because  of  this 
drop  in  the  assessed  valuation  the  board  was  faced  with 
the  danger  of  having  to  announce  a  higher  tax  rate  than 
had  been  the  case  for  the  past  few  years. 

Before  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  the  Finance 
Committee  having  this  viewpoint  in  mind  asked  each  de- 
partment to  curtail  -their  appropriations  as  much  as  pos- 
sible and  thereby  assist  in  having  as  low  a  tax  rate  as 
was  possible.  As  a  result  of  each  of  the  departments 
complying  with  this  request  and  with  the  slight  rise  in 
valuation  distributed  through  the  town,  together  with  the 
increased  valuation  due  to  natural  development,  the  loss 
in  valuation  with  regard  to  certain  industrial  plants  was 
gained  upon  in  not  a  small  way  and  the  board  was  en- 
abled to  announce  a  tax  rate  of  $29.00  per  $1000,  the 
same  rate  which  was  obtained  for  1927. 

Again,  this  year,  may  the  board  bring  it  before  the 
public  that  the  tax  rates  are  made  in  your  own  town 
meetings,  and  not  in  the  office  of  this  board.  It  is  the 
duty  of  this  board  to  raise  by  taxation  the  amounts  you 
have  already  voted  to  expend,  and  the  rate  for  1929  rests 
entirely  in  your  hands.  Every  voter  is  thoroughly  famil- 
iar with  the  existing  industrial  conditions  prevalent  here. 
This  condition  makes  the  task  of  paying  even  an  ordinary 
tax  bill  a  very  difficult  matter,  and  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  expenditures  to  be  made  by  the  town  down 
to  the  very  lowest  limit  cannot  be  emphasized  too 
strongly. 
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The  method  of  automobile  taxation,  which  is  not  a 
small  matter  by  any  means,  was  carried  on  this  year  the 
same  as  in  previous  years.  Questionaires  were  mailed 
to  the  holders  of  registrations  and  the  result  was  very 
satisfactory  to  the  board.  In  practically  every  instance, 
the  owners  were  very  fair  in  stating  the  valuation  and 
co-operated  in  every  way  with  the  board  in  making  the 
proper  assessment  of  this  class  of  property.  The  number 
of  cases  of  complaints  in  comparison  to  the  number  of 
vehicles  so  assessed,  were  remarkably  small. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all 
public  officials  of  the  town  and  to  the  general  public 
for  the  spirit  of  co-operation  which  has  been  shown  to 
this  board  in  the  performance  of  its  duties.

On  account  of  the  closing  of  the  Ipswich  Mills  we 
were  deprived  of  the  use  of  our  fire  alarm  whistle.  As 
the  time  was  so  short  between  the  notification  and  the 
time  that  the  steam  was  shut  off  it  was  possible  only  to 
get  a  siren  for  an  outside  alarm.  We  purchased  one  and 
located  it  on  the  Central  Fire  Station,  although  not  en- 
tirely satisfactory  it  was  the  best  we  could  do  and  we 
feel  that  after  some  further  adjustment  it  will  prove 
more  satisfactory  than  at  present.  We  recommend  the 
purchase  of  500  feet  of  hose  this  year.

REPORT  OF  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Moth 
Superintendent. 

The  work  last  year  was  carried  on  much  the  same 
as  previous  seasons,  that  is  creosoting  the  gypsy  moth  egg 
clusters  and  cutting  the  browntail  moth  webs  during  the 
winter  and  spring  months.  This  was  followed  in  due  time 
by  the  usual  spraying  with  arsenate  of  lead  to  kill  the 
caterpillars.  Spraying  and  creosoting  was  also  done  on 
private  property.  The  demands  for  work  on  private 
property  especially  in  the  spraying  line  are  increasing 
each  year. 

Unfortunately  the  gypsy  moth  situation  has  changed 
during  the  past  two  seasons  from  the  better  to  the  worse. 
The  increase  in  this  insect  has  been  many  fold  and  the 
large  area  within  the  town  limits  that  was  completely 
de-foliated  last  summer  is  the  unfortunate  proof  of  this 
increase.  This  situation  calls  for  an  increase  in  the  ap- 
propriation this  year  over  what  was  granted  last  year. 
I  would  call  the  attention  to  the  public  that  the  Governor 
has  asked  for  an  increase  of  $10,000  in  the  State  Appro- 
priation for  moth  work.  This  very  strongly  shows  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation  all  over  the  Commonwealth 
in  general. 

Other  insect  pests:  The  browntail  moth,  tent  cater- 
pillar, elm  leaf  beetle,  etc.,  are  still  present  with  us  but 
do  no  appreciable  damage  as  the  same  control  methods 
as  used  for  the  gypsy  moth  keep  them  in  check.  The 
Superintendent  is  often  asked  if  there  are  any  brown- 
tails  now.  Although  thy  are  not  nearly  as  plentiful  as 
years  past  it  might  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  de- 
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partment  collected  over  three  thousand  webs  in   1928, 
besides  two  bushel  on  the  Ipswich  end  of  Plum  Island. 

Equipment  of  the  department  is  in  a  very  satisfac- 
tory condition  and  only  minor  repairs  and  adjustments 
will  be  necessary.  Some  new  hose  should  be  purchased 
as  well  as  the  usual  large  stock  of  insecticides.

REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Tree  Warden. 

The  work  of  this  department  was  of  a  necessity  con- 
siderably curtailed  the  past  year  due  to  the  small  appro- 
priation made  for  this  department.  As  without  doubt 
the  shade  trees  in  any  city  or  town  are  an  asset,  I  trust 
that  as  conditions  warrant  that  this  appropriation  may  be 
increased  that  the  trees  in  Ipswich  may  receive  the  care 
due  them  as  good  citizens. 

The  work  that  was  done  the  past  year  was  largely 
in  the  nature  of  dead  wood  removal  and  such  limbs  as 
interfered  with  overhead  wires,  etc.  The  department 
had  many  more  requests  for  work  on  private  property 
than  ever  before,  all  of  which  were  attended  to  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

No  new  trees  were  planted  last  year  ,but  I  hope  that 
from  time  to  time  some  future  planting  may  be  done  as 
this  is  the  method  by  which  the  beauty  of  the  town  may 
be  preserved  for  future  generations.  In  this  connection 
I  would  again  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Munici- 
pal Nursery  as  in  this  manner  a  constant  supply  of  shade 
trees  can  be  kept  growing  at  a  very  small  expense  to  the 
individual  taxpayer.  A  small  plot  of  ground  somewhere 
on  the  Town  Hill  property  might  well  be  set  aside  for 
this  purpose. 

The  equipment  of  this  department  is  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition,  so  will  call  for  little  outlay  in  this 
line.  However,  I  am  asking  for  a  somewhat  larger  ap- 
propriation than  last  year  as  I  believe  this  is  money  well 
spent  in  proportion  to  the  returns  received.

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich : 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit 
their  annual  report. 

The  work  of  this  department  varies  little  from  year 
to  year.  The  heavy  rains  of  the  past  season  made  the 
task  of  grass  cutting  very  heavy,  but  at  the  same  time 
kept  the  Commons  a  beautiful  green  the  entire  summer. 

No  new  work  of  an  outstanding  nature  was  done  the 
past  season.  A  new  woven  wire  fence  was  erected  in 
the  rear  of  the  fountain  on  the  South  Common  and  new 
guard  wire  has  been  purchased  to  be  placed  around  all 
of  the  flower  beds  in  the  spring. 

We  would  call  attention  of  the  public  that  the  Giles 
Firmin  Garden,  so  called,  on  County  Road,  is  a  public 
park.  This  does  not  seem  to  be  generally  known  or  ap- 
preciated. There  are  settees  there  and  people  walking 
to  or  from  the  hospital  would  find  this  a  convenient  spot 
to  rest.  Likewise  auto  parties  would  find  there  a  pleas- 
ant place  to  stop  for  lunch.  From  time  to  time  as  funds 
may  become  available  this  little  park  can  be  made  one  of 
the  most  attractive  spots  in  town. 

Some  filling  has  been  done  in  the  swampy  arear  in 
the  rear  of  this  park  and  will  be  continued.  Persons 
having  clean  waste,  such  as  ashes,  etc.,  may  dump  it 
there.  The  Commissioners  do  not  wish  to  make  this  an 
open  public  dump  on  account  of  the  near  residential 
neighborhood. 

Vandalism  continues  to  some  degree  on  the  Com- 
mons, especially  during  the  evenings.  But  due  to  the 
close  co-operation  of  the  Police  Dept.  the  past  season  this 
was  kept  at  a  minimum.  It  was  necessary,  however,  to 
remove  two  of  the  marble  seats  on  the  South  Green  as 
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the  result  of  vandalism.  As  the  benefit  derived  from 
these  seats  did  not  seem  to  justify  the  expense  these 
were  not  replaced.  No  new  work  out  of  the  ordinary- 
run  has  been  planned  for  the  current  year.  The  fountain 
on  the  South  Common  should  be  cleaned  as  this  has  not 
been  done  for  several  seasons  and  will  cost  twenty-five 
dollars.  The  power  mower  which  has  given  two  seasons 
of  valiant  service  will  have  to  have  a  complete  overhaul- 
ing. Other  improvements  which  are  much  needed  and 
should  be  started  at  such  time  as  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  warrants ;  are  filling  or  regrading  on  the 
main  south  Common  as  well  as  on  the  old  ball  diamond. 
Gravelling  of  the  road  to  the  South  Cemetery  and  also 
on  some  of  the  path  on  the  North  Green.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Public  Statutes  require  that  all  diseases  dan- 
gerous to  the  Public  Health  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health.  In  1926  there  were  146  such  cases 
reported;  in  1927,  126,  and  in  1928,  60  cases,  a  decrease 
of  more  than  50  per  cent  from  the  previous  year.

This  is  the  smallest  number  ever  reported  in  a  cal- 
endar year.  Because  of  this  fact  the  expense  was  kept 
down  to  a  low  figure  compared  with  previous  years. 

Many  perplexing  problems  confronted  the  Board 
during  the  year.  Bad  sanitary  conditions  connected  with 
the  Farley  Brook,  leading  to  increased  expense  for  clean- 
ing up  and  for  legal  advice,  was  one  of  the  problems. 

The  work  of  a  Board  of  Health  is  concerned  first 
with  preventing  the  occurrence  of  dangerous  diseases, 
and  secondarily  with  their  cure  when  they  occur.  The 
cost  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases  for  1928  was 
$404.12,  as  compared  with  $1995.52  for  1927.  The  cost 
for  the  care  of  tuberculosis  for  1927  was  $1316.64,  and 
for  1928,  $1063.40.  The  net  saving  in  these  two  classifi- 
cations as  compared  with  last  year  was  $1844.54.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  1928  there  were  no  epidemics 
of  contagious  diseases,  while  in  1927  Ipswich  was  hard 
hit  by  infantile  paralysis. 
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We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  department 
kept  within  its  appropriation  and  had  a  balance  to  its 
credit  of  $0.99.  We  may  not  be  as  fortunate  next  year. 
We  ask  that  $5000,  the  amount  appropriated  last  year, 
be  appropriated  for  the  year  1929. 

There  were  in  1928,  167  births  and  92  deaths.  There 
were  only  2  deaths  between  the  ages  of  5  and  20,  the 
school  age.  That  shows  one  of  the  results  of  what  care 
and  prevention  is  doing  for  the  Ipswich  schools.  These  2 
deaths  were  due  to  accidental  drowning. 

SEWERAGE 

At  a  town  meeting  held  early  last  summer  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  and  an  appropriation  made  to  have  a 
survey  made  and  plans  drawn  for  a  system  of  sewerage 
for  the  Town.  The  Town's  instructions  have  been  carried 
out  and  the  committee's  report  and  recommendations  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  take  from  de- 
partment reports  a  few  extracts  to  show  how  the  boards 

of  those  years  felt  about  the  matter : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  1910 
contained  the  following  paragraph  : 

"Some  preliminary  action  ought  to  be  taken  in  re- 
gard to  sewerage.  The  town  has  had  an  object  lesson 
the  past  year  of  what  an  epidemic  (typhoid  fever)  may 
cost.  The  danger  of  the  spread  of  infection  would  be 
very  materially  lessened  with  proper  sewerage.  .  The 
amount  expended  in  caring  for  an  epidemic  would  go  a 

long  way  toward  paying  the  interest  on  a  sewerage  fund. 
It  will  have  to  come  in  a  few  years  anyhow.  Why  not 
begin  now?" 

The  trustees  of  the  Ipswich  Hospital  Corporation 
were  interested  in  the  situation  and  offered  through  the 
Board  of  Health  to  have  a  survey  and  set  of  plans  made 
for  a  system  of  sewerage  free  of  all  expense  to  the  Town. 
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The  survey  and  set  of  plans  were  made  and  published. 
Much  unfavorable  criticism  followed  and  no  action  was 
taken  by  the  Town.  Conditions  today  are  much  worse 
than  they  were  then. 

The  Ipswich  Board  of  Health  today,  stands  precise- 
ly where  the  boards  of  1910  and  1911  stood,  and  believes 
the  time  has  come  for  the  town  to  take  action. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  special  reports  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Child  Hygiene  and  Tuberculosis,  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tion, Milk  Inspection  and  Inspection  of  Slaughtering.

DIVISION  OF  CHILD  HYGIENE  AND  TUBERCULOSIS 
REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

This  Division,  started  in  1916,  has  carried  on  for 
13  years.  The  division  nurse  carries  on  follow-up  work 
among  more  than  300  children,  and  a  large  number  of 
expectant  mothers,  and  in  addition  to  that  more  than  30 
cases  of  tuberculosis  annually. 

The  mortality  rate  among  children  has  decreased 
very  materially  during  that  period.  It  is  an  interesting 
fact  that  in  1918  there  were  only  2  deaths  among  chil- 
dren of  school  age,  viz.,  5  to  20  years,  and  these  deaths 
were  both  due  to  accidental  drowning. 

This  preventive  and  constructive  work  is,  from  its 
nature,  less  evident  to  the  general  public,  than  any  other 
line  of  work  carried  on  by  the  Health  Department.  Much 
credit  is  due  Miss  Stewart  for  the  faithful  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  she  performs  these  arduous  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Board  of  Health, 
Ipswich,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

The  past  year  we  have  been  more  fortunate  in  re- 
gard to  contagi  ous  disease  than  for  a  number  of  years. 
Owing  to  proper  medical,  as  well  as  sanitary  control  of 
these  cases,  they  have  been  kept  down  to  a  low  average. 
The  use  of  preventative  measures  are  beginning  to  show 
their  value.  We  have  had  but  few  hospital  cases  which 
has  been  a  help  in  keeping  down  expense. 

Other  conditions  are  about  the  same  as  in  previous 

years,  except  that  no  sewerage  and  dye  stuff  are  now  being 
discharged  into  the  river  by  the  Ipswich  Mills.

MILK  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT,  1928 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  milk  situation  in 
the  past  year.  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  those  who 
are  running  Pasteurizing  Plants  the  new  regulation 
passed  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  July 
10,  1928,  which  went  into  effect  January  1,  1929,  provid- 
ing that  pasteurized  milk  shall  not  contain  more  than 
fifty  thousand  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter  when  ready 
for  delivery,  and  that  no  milk  showing  a  count  greater 
than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  colonies  per  cubic 
centimeter  shall  be  used  for  pasteurization  purposes. 

The  idea  is,  that  milk  containing  as  many  bacteria 
as  that  is  unfit  for  food.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLAM  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Clam  and  Fish 
Commissioners  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928: 

We  find  that  clamming  at  the  present  time  is  very 
poor,  this  condition  having  been  brought  about  by  the 
closing  of  all  clam  beds  in  the  Ipswich  River  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  The  ruling  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  in  closing  of  such  a  large  area  of  flats  has 
put  the  clammers  to  a  great  disadvantage  as  this  is  the 
main  source  of  winter  clamming. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  meeting  last  spring  we  were 
given  one  thousand  dollars  for  reseeding  and  protection 
of  clam  flats.  The  reseeding,  being*  a  new  experiment, 
was  carried  through  with  very  good  success.  After 
watching  the  beds  that  were  seseeded  we  find  that  seed 
may  be  transplanted  from  one  bed  to  another  with  good 
results.  When  the  seed  was  dug  it  was  about  one-half 
inch  in  length ;  from  the  month  of  April  until  the  present 
time  it  has  grown  to  an  average  of  from  three  to  three 
and  one-half  inches  in  length.  We  employed  as  many 
men  as  we  thought  were  needed ;  dug  the  seed  and  trans- 
planted it.  We  put  in  nine  beds,  two  of  them  being  very 
large ;  these  being  in  flats  between  Eagle  Hill  and  Smith's 
Island.  The  smaller  beds  are  scattered  throughout  Eagle 
Hill  River. 

We  recommend  that  the  same  thing  be  done  this 
year  for  we  think  that  if  this  work  is  kept  up  for  a  few 
years  we  will  have  flats,  that  are  now  barren,  again  bear- 
ing clams. 

We  had    a  few  convictions  in  Court  for  violations  of 

the  shell  fish  laws,  but  our  trouble  in  this  line  has  been 
very  small  compared  with  previous  years. 
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The  clammers  have  paid  to  the  town  $860.00  for 
permits  to  dig  clams  for  the  year  1928,  bringing  the  net 
expense  to  the  town  to  $140.00  or  $210.00  less  than  the 
previous  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel  and 
the  Police  Department  for  their  co-operation  with  us 
during  the  year.

PUBLIC  WELFARE  REPORT  FOR  1928 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  and  the  requirements 
of  the  law,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  herewith  submits 
its  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1928.  Thanking  the 
public  for  their  past  courtesies  and  support  we  wish  to 
assure  you  that  it  is  our  purpose  to  fulfill  our  obligations 
and  our  duties  in  the  coming  year  as  we  have  in  the  past, 
pertaining  to  our  department.  During  the  year  we  have 
worked  under  rather  adverse  conditions,  due  to  the  local 
mill  closing  down  entirely. 

The  depression  in  business  for  1928  has  increased 
the  demand  for  aid  from  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
a  great  deal  more  than  it  has  in  previous  years.  Numbers 
who  have  spent  the  last  of  what  small  savings  they  had 
finally  have  had  to  make  application  to  this  Department 
for  aid  through  the  winter  months.  Others  who  earned 
enough  only  to  provide  for  themselves  from  one  week 
to  another  also  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for  aid. 

The  majority  appreciate  the  small  amounts  dolled 
out  to  them,  while  others  consider  it  an  obligation  due 
them. 

Ninety-one  cases  have  been  investigated ;  seventy-six 
cases  in  Ipswich  and  fifteen  cases  in  other  towns  and 
cities,  of  which  we  found  it  necessary  to  aid  fifty-four 
cases  in  Ipswich  and  thirteen  cases  in  other  towns  and 
cities.  Of  the  families  aided  in  Ipswich  there  were 
seventy-nine  adults,  divided  there  being  fifty  females  and 
thirty-nine  males.  One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  are  in- 
cluded in  these  families.  Although  these  cases  were  not 
all  aided  with  groceries  and  fuel,  it  was  necessary  to  give 
some  medical  aid  or  medical  treatment. 

Of  the  fifty-four  cases  aided  in  the  Town,  four  of 
them  were  State  cases  for  which  we  are  entirely  reim- 
bursed by  the  State.    Four  cases  have  other  town  or  city 
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settlements,  the  Town  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  town  or 
city  where  the  settlement  belongs. 

Of  ten  notices  received  from  the  Cable  Memorial 
Hospital,  ten  settlements  have  been  determined  by  the 
Board. 

Four  Mothers'  Aid  cases  are  now  being  cared  for,  of 
which  the  Town  is  reimbursed  one-third  by  the  State, 
under  the  law.  In  three  of  these  cases  the  mothers  are 
widows,  and  in  the  other  the  husband  has  deserted  the 
family.  In  these  families  there  are  seventeen  children. 
The  Mothers'  Aid  requires  that  the  mother  receive  ade- 
quate means  to  bring  her  children  up  under  proper  con- 
ditions. 

In  giving  aid  to  the  unfortunate  ones  we  investigate 
the  past  and  present  conditions  of  the  individuals.  Un- 
fortunately some  have  been  unable,  when  they  had  a 
surplus,  to  lay  it  aside  for  a  rainy  day,  and  when  they  are 
taken  sick  they  are  obliged  to  apply  to  this  Department 
as  their  last  source. 

The  requests  for  aid  by  new  cases  has  become  a 
serious  and  complicated  problem  and  have  increased  the 
expense  of  the  Department,  and  also  the  amount  of  time 
to  properly  investigate  the  cases  to  determine  what  town 
or  city  their  proper  legal  settlement  belongs.  The  settle- 
ment is  very  important,  as  the  town  or  city  must  bear  its 
own  expense.

The  telephone  has  proved  its  worth  on  many  occa- 
sions and  has  saved  a  number  of  unnecessary  trips  to 
Town,  which  means  a  good  deal  in  the  winter  when  the 
roads  are  in  a  very  bad  condition. 

The  next  thing  needed  is  an  electric  lighting  system, 
which  would  remove  the  great  danger  of  fire  that  exists 
at  the  present  time.  The  inmates  are  nearly  all  of  an 
advanced  age,  and  it  is  impossible  for  lamps  to  be  entirely 
safe.  We  recommend  that  this  system  be  installed  and 
the  street  lights  to  be  extended  to  the  Farm.  There  is 
at  present  a  long  stretch  of  road,  owned  by  the  Town, 
but  entirely  unimproved,  which  would  be  much  safer  if 
lighted. 

The  house  has  been  put  into  fairly  good  condition 
during  the  past  year.  Much  needed  repairs  have  been 
made  throughout.  The  ceilings,  many  of  which  were  un- 
safe, have  been  reconditioned.  The  woodwork  and  walls 
have  been  painted  and  some  of  the  old  windows  repaired 
or  replaced.  The  long  flight  of  steps  leading  to  the  front 
entrance  of  the  house,  which  was  in  a  precarious  condi- 
tion, has  been  made  safe. 

The  little  cemetery  on  the  hill  in  the  rear  of  the 
house  which  has  been  neglected  for  many  years,  has  been 
made  neat  and  tidy;  the  growth  of  small  trees  and  bushes 
has  been  trimmed  up  and  the  plot  put  into  good  shape. 

Last  year  was  a  very  poor  year  for  most  crops  in 
this  vicinity,  but  in  spite  of  this  a  very  good  showing  was

made  in  many  kinds  of  vegetables.  At  the  Christmas 
season  about  twenty-five  baskets  of  fruit  and  vegetables 
were  donated  from  the  Farm  to  the  needy  families  of  the 
Town.  More  than  one  hundred  tons  of  hay  were  cut  last 
year ;  a  most  unusual  amount. 

The  number  of  milk  producing  cows  is  smaller  this 
year  than  in  some  years  past,  but  Mr.  Hart  is  raising  a 
number  of  fine  heifers  which  by  another  year  will  in- 
crease the  production  of  milk  to  an  appreciable  extent. 

We  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  taken  pains  to 
visit  the  Town  Infirmary,  and  we  assure  them  that  their 
visits  and  efforts  to  bring  pleasure  to  the  unfortunate 
people  are  heartily  appreciated,  both  by  the  inmates  and 
the  family  of  the  Superintendent. 

An  invitation  is  extended  to  any  one  desiring  to  visit 
the  Farm,  to  do  so  at  any  time.  They  will  be  courteously 
received  and  will  be  shown  everything  of  interest  around 
the  house  and  grounds.  Such  a  visit  would  be  very  inter- 
esting to  any  one  making  the  effort,  and  would  prove  a 
great  eye  opener  to  those  who  have  no  idea  of  conditions 
existing  at  an  institution  of  this  kind. 

We  wish  also,  especially  to  thank  several  of  our 
townspeople,  both  men  and  women,  who  have  kindly 
made  gifts  of  excellent  clothing  and  money  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  inmates  of  the  Infirmary  during  the  past  year.

The  Municipal  Water  &  Light  Commissioners  sub- 
mit their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1928  :

We  would  recommend  the  amount  for  hydrant  serv- 
ice be  raised  and  appropriated  from  the  tax  levy,  the  bal- 
ance to  be  taken  from  the  earnings  of  the  Department. 

We  would  report  that  a  Centrifugal  Pump  electri- 
cally driven  has  been  installed  in  the  place  of  our  small 
steam  pump,  retaining  the  teirge  pump  as  an  auxiliary. 

We  have  also  installed  a  Venturi  Meter  to  measure 
the  water  pumped.  The  work  of  installing  the  pump 
and  meter  was  completed  the  last  of  June  and  they  have 
been  in  operation  since  that  time. 

The  work  at  Bull  Brook  is  practically  completed 
with  the  exception  of  some  small  items  which  will  be 
taken  care  of  as  the  season  opens. 
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ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

The  recommendations  for  street  lights  will  be  found 
in  the  Manager's  Report. 

We  recommend  that  the  Electric  Light  Commission- 
ers be  authorized  to  use  any  unexpended  balance  in  the 
operating  account. 

This  year  we  have  made  a  start  changing  our  sys- 
tem of  Street  Lighting  to  a  series  system.  Two  circuits 
have  been  installed  covering  the  business  section,  North 
Main,  Central,  High  and  cross  streets  to  the  overhead 
bridge.  We  believe  this  work  should  continue  until  the 
street  lighting  system  is  completed. 

With  a  full  year's  operation  with  our  new  engine  in- 
stalled 15  months  ago,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  a 
substantial  saving  was  made  in  our  generating  cost,  re- 
ducing the  same  from  .027  for  1927  to  .018  for  1928. 

A  number  of  radio  complaints  have  been  received 
by  the  Department  and  investigations  made.  We  have 
checked  the  same  and  find  most  of  the  interruptions  are 
due  to  causes  foreign  to  our  Department.  We  would  ap- 
preciate it  very  much  if  before  calling  about  radio  trou- 
ble you  would  inspect  and  investigate  your  own  local 
troubles  as  there  are  many  other  troubles  outside  of  the 
Electric  Light  to  cause  local  interference. 

Should  you  see  or  hear  of  an  arc  or  any  wires  in 
trees  that  would  cause  trouble  we  would  appreciate  it 
if  you  would  notify  this  office  of  the  location  of  the  same 
so  we  could  co-operate  with  you  in  checking  the  same 
within  our  jurisdiction.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 
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COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

We  respectfully  submit  to  you  a  brief  outline  of  the 
activities  and  conditions  of  your  schools  during  the  year 
1928. 

In  accordance  with  the  general  plan  of  economy 
practised  by  the  various  departments  of  the  town,  your 
committee  presented  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  their 
approval,  a  budget  which  was  hardly  large  enough  to 
carry  on  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  the  schools.  In 
consequence  our  supply  of  textbooks  has  suffered  from 
lack  of  replacement  as  well  as  of  new  books.  This  con- 
dition,, must  necessarily  be  taken  care  of  during  the  com- 
ing year.  Although  the  physical  up-keep  of  the  buildings 
has  not  suffered,  nevertheless  there  are  various  improve- 
ments which  must  be  made  this  year. 

Your  committee  feels  that  a  start,  at  least,  should  be 
made  on  the  grading  and  beautification  of  the  grounds 
at  the  Shatswell  School. 

We  have  two  basement  rooms  which  never  should 
exist  at  the  Burley  School.  However,  they  were  made 
necessary  by  the  large  number  of  pupils  in  this  section 
of  the  town  and  in  consequence  must  be  made  livable. 
During  the  past  two  years,  the  teachers  as  well  as  some 
of  the  pupils  have  at  frequent  intervals  been  absent  be- 
cause of  illness  due  to  the  dampness  and  cold  drafts  in 
these  rooms.    The  Committee  has  already  made  arrange- 
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ments  for  certain  repairs  which,  when  completed,  will 
probably  take  care  of  this  condition. 

During  the  past  year,  the  State  Fire  Inspector 
ordered  a  fire  escape  erected  on  the  Manning  Building, 
otherwise  the  use  of  the  hall  would  be  forbidden.  This 
would  eliminate  Chapel  exercises,  which  foremost  edu- 
cators consider  one  of  the  most  valuable  parts  of  the 
school  curriculum.  Also  various  classes  are  held  here 
due  to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  this  school.  And 
this  brings  the  thought  which  every  citizen  must  consider 
soon,  namely,  a  new  high  school.  It  is  not  a  question  as 
to  whether  or  not  we  wish  a  new  building,  it  must  be 
erected  soon  in  order  to  modernize  our  laboratories,  etc., 
thus  giving  our  pupils  a  fair  chance  with  those  of  other 
schools. 

Entrance  to  the  various  colleges  today  has  become 
so  keen  and  selective  that  only  those  pupils  fortified  by 
the  instructions  of  a  good  corps  of  teachers  together  with 
modern  school  equipment,  are  going  to  make  the  grade. 
We  have  teachers  second  to  none,  who  are  certainly 
doing  wonderful  work,  considering  the  hardship  under 
which  they  work. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  everything  is  running 
smoothly  and  efficiently  as  in  the  past.  There  were  a 
great  many  absentees  during  January  due  to  the  epidemic 
of  colds  but  so  far  this  year  there  has  been  no  serious 
outbreak  of  disease. 

A  great  many  citizens  thought  that  with  the  closing 
of  the  Ipswich  Mills  there  would  be  a  serious  falling  off 
in  the  attendance  at  the  schools,  but  such  has  not  been 
the  case,  the  difference  being  only  about  twenty  pupils 
less. 

The  accompanying  table  will  show  that  Ipswich  has 
certainly  been  fortunate  in  keeping  down  the  cost  of 
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school  maintenance.  Almost  without  exception  every 
community  reports  an  increase  in  the  cost  per  pupil  dur- 
ing the  last  five  years,  but  instead  there  is  shown  a  reduc- 
tion for  Ipswich. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  say  as  we  have  in  the 
past  that  this  is  your  committee  acting  as  your  agents, 
and  we  welcome  any  just  criticism  which  may  contribute 
to  the  betterment  of  our  schools.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich,  Mass., 
Gentlemen : 

Agreeably  to  custom  and  to  the  requirements  of  law, 
the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  coming  from  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  hereby  submitted  for 
your  consideration. 

A  summary  of  the  work  of  the  different  schools — 
their  achievements  and  failures,  their  outstanding  needs, 
and  their  suggestions  for  improvements — will  be  fur- 
nished by  their  respective  principals.  These  I  shall  not 
revise  nor  duplicate,  but  shall  confine  myself  to  specific 
needs  and  to  matters  of  general  policy  for  the  schools  as 
a  whole. 

Owing  to  the  anticipated  closing  of  "The  Mill"  and 
the  expected  falling  off  in  the  school  enrollment,  every 
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item  of  the  school  budget  was  pared  right  to  the  bone. 
The  total  appropriation  asked  for  was  reduced  from  that 
of  the  preceding  year  by  nearly  $6,000.  This  amount,  it 
was  estimated,  would  be  sufficient  to  carry  us  through 
the  year,  barring  emergencies,  without  appreciable  lack 
of  supplies  of  any  kind. 

But  the  enrollment  did  not  fall  off  as  expected.  On 
December  31st  we  had  1,544  pupils  as  against  1,570  for 
the  preceding  year.  This  placed  us  in  very  straightened 
circumstances.  Stocks  of  supplies  of  all  kinds  ran  very 
low  and  some  of  our  shelves  were  bare  before  the  closing 
of  the  year. 

It  was  planned  that  every  department  should  bear 
its  proportional  share  of  the  reduction,  but  even  on  this 
basis,  it  was  found  that  some  items  of  our  inventory  de- 
preciated faster  than  others.  This  is  especially  true  of 
our  school  buildings  which,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
hard  usage,  have  to  withstand  the  wear  and  tear  of  the 
elements.  It  is  to  the  needs  of  this  department — that  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds — that  I  wish  first  to  call  your  at- 
tention in  order  that  larger  future  outlay  may  not  be 
necessary  and  that  further  deterioration  and  loss  may  be 
prevented. 

If  we  take  each  of  the  school  buildings  in  order  the 
Manning  and  Winthrop  group  claims  first  consideration. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

After  more  than  fifty  years  of  continuous  wear,  it  is 
to  be  expected  that  the  roof  of  the  Manning  Building 
should  show  unmistakable  signs  of  needed  repair.  The 
surface  of  the  metal  work  of  the  ventilating  shafts  should 
be  thoroughly  repaired  and  given  two  or  more  coats  of 
weather-resisting   paint.      The   gutters  that   collect  the 
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water  from  the  several  roof  surfaces  have  rotted  out  and 
in  some  cases  are  completely  gone.  The  conductors 
which  take  the  water  from  the  gutters  are  in  most  in- 
stances disconnected  or  rotted  away.  All  these  items 
should  have  immediate  attention  and  prompt  action  if 
the  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  upper  hall  are  to  be  pro- 
tected from  further  damage.  With  the  replacement  of 
a  few  slates,  this  building-roof  would  be  in  good  service- 
able condition  for  years  to  come.  As  a  measure  of  safety, 
window  guards  should  be  installed  in  the  classroom  back 
of  the  stage. 

The  Winthrop  Building  needs  new  steps  at  the  east- 
ern entrance.  Some  device  to  enclose  the  entrance  to  the 
Manual  Training  room  that  will  effectually  prevent  the 
packing  of  snow  and  ice  in  the  vestibule  during  every 
storm  is  also  needed.  The  school  yard  at  the  back  of 
this  building  is  very  springy  ground  and  does  not  dry  off 
sufficiently  until  very  late  in  the  season.  The  basement 
windows  in  this  section  of  the  building  have  been  bricked 
up  half-way  preparatory  to  raising  the  grade  and  thus 
turning  the  water  away  from  the  building.  Several  loads 
of  good  gravel  will  be  needed  to  complete  the  work. 
When  this  is  done  much  of  the  mud  and  dirt  that  goes 
into  the  building  on  the  children's  feet  will  be  avoided 
and  the  playground  area  much  increased. 

At  the  Burley  School,  storm  porches  should  be  pro- 
vided to  prevent  the  destruction  of  the  four  basement 
doors  which  open  to  the  playground  in  the  rear  of  the 
building.  The  situation  is  much  exposed  to  the  strong 
northerly  winds  and  the  opening  and  closing  of  these 
doors  at  such  times  is  far  beyond  the  strength  of  a  child 
or  even  a  man.  As  a  consequence  we  are  frequently 
obliged  to  replace  broken  glass  or  a  broken  door.  I  think 
one  of  the^c  doors  has  been  replaced  two  or  three  times. 
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Broken  glass  or  boarded-up  windows  present  an  untidy 
appearance  and  cause  no  little  discomfort  and  incon- 
venience. Four  good  storm  porches  would  prevent  this 
destruction  and  pay  for  themselves  in  a  very  few  years. 
The  fire  escape  connected  with  the  building  has  had 
nothing  done  to  it  since  it  was  established.  It  should 
have  two  coats  of  the  very  best  paint.  The  roof  of  the 
'  vestibule  needs  to  be  repaired  and  the  cornice  above  the 
front  doors  needs  to  be  repaired  and  painted.  The  floor- 
ing in  the  corridors  of  this  building  also  needs  attention. 
With  slight  repairs  they  may  do  for  another  year. 

Some  few  repairs  have  been  made  recently  at  the 
Payne  School.  It  was  voted  by  the  Committee  to  replace 
the  old  doors  by  new  ones  and  to  provide  door  locks  that 
would  not  endanger  the  lives  of  the  children  in  case  of 
fire.  It  was  found  upon  examination  that  such  a  pro- 
cedure would  be  quite  expensive.  The  doors  were  of  odd 
size,  and  in  addition  to  the  excessive  cost  would  require 
more  time  than  the  vacation  period  would  allow.  The 
doors  have  been  repaired ;  new  locks  have  been  provided 
and  beyond  the  repainting  of  the  wainscoating  and  a  few 
loads  of  gravel  about  the  front  steps,  little  will  need  to 
be  done  for  the  coming  year. 

Of  all  our  school  buildings  the  Shatswell  School  is 
the  only  one  that  is  actually  disgraced  by  its  environment. 
The  crumbling  wall,  the  scraggly  trees,  unfinished  drive- 
way, and  the  mounds  of  earth  covered  with  burdocks  and 
weeds  should  not  make  the  setting  for  a  new  building 
whose  architectural  beauty  is  admitted  by  all.  For  the 
sake  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  it  stands,  as  well  as 
for  the  sake  of  the  children  who  are  becoming  accus- 
tomed to  such  unsightly  surroundings,  some  sincere  effort 
should  be  made  at  once  to  remedy  the  situation.     This 
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will  be  a  very  simple  matter,  as  the  situation  lends  itself 
most  favorably  to  a  gratifying  improvement.  A  variety 
of  trees  and  shrubs  has  already  been  promised  and  will 
be  available  as  soon  as  the  grounds  are  made  ready  for 
planting.  The  wainscoting  in  the  upper  corridor  and  a 
strip  of  the  basement  walls  should  have  a  coat  of  paint. 
A  few  loads  of  gravel  about  the  steps  and  along  the 
southerly  side  of  the  building  are  all  that  are  needed  at 
the  Linebrook  School. 

SUPPLIES 

As  has  already  been  stated  our  supplies  of  every 
description  during  the  last  month  of  the  year  now  closed 
were  practically  exhausted.  All  requisitions  for  such 
articles  as  paper,  pencils,  pens,  etc.,  that  are  in  daily  use, 
we  were  obliged  persistently  to  refuse.  This  has  resulted 
in  inconvenience,  discouragement,  and  actual  loss  of  an 
enthusiastic  teaching  force ;  but  the  burden  of  loss  has 
fallen  upon  the  children  themselves. 

There  was  no  attempt  nor  disposition  to  be  arbitrary 
in  the  distribution  of  supplies,  neither  was  any  favorit- 
ism shown.  No  attempt  was  made  to  teach  a  lesson  in 
economy; neither  did  we  charge  the  teachers  generally 
with  wastefulness,  though  there  is  a  great  difference  in 
individual  teachers  in  this  respect.  We  could  not  deliver 
the  goods.  We  didn't  have  them  and  we  couldn't  buy 
more  without  exceeding  our  appropriation,  which  could 
not  lawfully  be  done.  This  explanation  is  made  in  re- 
sponse to  some  of  the  sharp  criticisms  that  have  been 
made,  and  to  allay  somewhat  the  hard  feelings  engen- 
dered between  some  of  the  teachers  themselves  and  the 
supply  department.  Such  feelings  are  perfectly  natural 

and  were  to  be  expected,  especially  by  those  teachers 
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who  are  most  ambitious  to  do  good,  efficient  work  and  to 
reach  first  the  desired  goal. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  year  all  this  will  have 
passed  to  the  realm  of  ancient  history,  whose  recurrence, 
I  trust  will  not  be  noted  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The 
ugly  facts  are  these : 

That  this  item  in  last  year's  budget  was  inadequate 
for  present  conditions,  and  that  estimates  made  on  per- 
centage basis  of  enrollment  are  not  always  dependable. 
Let  us  hope  that  this  year's  budget  will  be  amply  suffi- 
cient to  furnish  our  schools  with  a  reasonable  supply  of 
all  necessary  materials. 

TEACHERS'  SALARIES 

This  is  one  of  the  most  exasperating  and  baffling 
subjects  with  which  the  superintendent  has  to  deal. 
What  kind  of  salary  schedule  shall  he  recommend  to  his 
Board  ?  He  doesn't  know  of  any  that  are  permanently 
desirable  and  workable.  He  does  know,  however,  that 
every  one  of  those  recommended  and  in  operation  is  far 
from  satisfactory  to  all  the  parties  concerned ;  that  the 
disadvantages  in  too  many  instances  far  outweigh  the 
advantages  claimed ;  that  no  system,  formula,  or  method 
yet  devised,  but  must  be  modified  and  revised  to  meet 
individual  and  community  attitudes  and  requirements. 
The  fact  that  the  human  element  is  so  largely  the  domi- 
nating factor  in  the  consideration,  renders  the  whole 
matter  one  of  exceeding  difficulty. 

Then,  too,  the  attitude  of  enlightened  communities 
has  changed  somewhat  in  the  last  ten  years.  The  teacher 
is  no  longer  looked  upon  as  a  commodity  or  a  piece  of 
machinery  to  be  secured  by  sharp  commercial  bargain- 
ing  at   the    lowest   possible    price.      No   school    board, 
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worthy  of  the  name,  entertains  such  notions  now.  No 
community  of  ordinary  intelligence  will  tolerate  any  such 
sordid  conceptions  of  a  teacher's  real  worth.  For  the 
converse  of  this  is  equally  true.  No  better  or  truer 
standard  by  which  the  status  or  genuine  advancement  of 
a  community  may  be  judged,  can  be  found  or  desired, 
than  that  evidenced  by  the  degree  of  sincere  regard  in 
which  it  holds  its  teachers. 

Let  me  refer  you  again  to  Henry  VanDyke's  splendid 
tribute  to  the  Unknown  Teacher.  I  used  it  in  last  year's 
report  and  so  do  not  wish  to  repeat  it  here. 

Upon  what  qualifications  should  the  employment  and 
advancement  of  teachers  in  service  be  made  ?  First  of 
all  comes  clean,  upright  Christian  character.  Without 
this  no  person  should  be  allowed  to  teach.  The  silent 
influence  emanating  from  such  a  source  pervades  the 
lives  of  children  far  beyond  our  power  to  value  or  appre- 
ciate. A  mother  said  to  me  a  short  time  since,  "Your 
teachers  have  made  a  little  gentleman  of  my  boy  in  less 
than  two  years'  time."  And  this  is  what  I  mean;  it 
comes  unconsciously,  without  noise  or  tumult,  and  by  its 
own  superabounding  power  reshapes  a  life  to  higher  and 
better  things.  And  then  we  want  personality,  a  full  prep- 
aration, fidelity,  loyalty,  and  the  right  attitude  toward 
school  associates  and  the  community.  Add  to  these  a 
broad  generous  spirit  and  a  disposition  to  co-operate, 
tact,  a  sense  of  humor  and  vision.  Enclose  all  these,  with 
a  thousand  other  good  attributes,  in  a  strong  body  and 
you  have  the  beginnings  of  a  good  teacher.  The  rest 
will  come  with  the  wisdom  born  of  experience  and  ma- 
turity. Some  of  our  teachers  have  these  qualifications  in 
an  unusual  degree  and  they  should  be  recognized. 

Fortunately  the  annual  turnover  among  our  teachers 
has  been  unusually  small.     The  Misses  Meehan  and  Pea- 
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body  married,  Miss  Marion  Charles  passed  away  after  a 
week's  illness,  and  the  Misses  Stone  and  Marx  of  the  High 
School  went  to  Clifton,  New  Jersey  at  an  advance  in 
salary  of  $500  each  with  a  prospective  increase  of  $100 
per  year  for  the  next  seven  years.  These  last  inform  us 
that  their  living  expenses  are  much  less  than  they  were 
in  Ipswich.  The  loss  incurred  by  this  overturn  of  teach- 
ers can  hardly  be  overestimated.  Where  the  difference 
in  salary  is  so  wide  as  in  the  cases  just  cited,  we  cannot 
expect  to  meet  the  competition.  But  we  can  and  should 
make  provision  to  retain  those  whose  character  and 
loyalty  and  uncomplaining  service  of  many  years  stand- 
ing have  justly  entitled  them  to  some  pecuniary  consid- 
eration. 

Fortunately  many  of  our  teachers  are  as  keenly  alive 
to  their  responsibilities  as  are  the  natural  mothers  of 
these  children  themselves.  After  putting  on  and  taking 
off  the  outer  garments  of  forty  or  more  children  two, 
three  and  four  times  a  day,  pulling  on  last  year's  rubbers 
over  this  year's  shoes,  drying  cold,  wet  feet,  warning 
against  the  dangers  of  the  street,  we  should  realize  that 
after  she  has  said  "good  night"  and  turned  to  prepare 
the  next  day's  work,  she  is  fully  entitled  to  whatever 
compensation  she  receives.  Nor  does  the  monotony  of 
such  routine  work  destroy  those  finer  motherly  instincts 
which  should  be  the  proud  possession  of  every  woman. 
Here  is  a  case  in  point.  It  was  the  day  for  making  trans- 
fers of  classes  promoted  to  higher  grades,  and  in  due 
course  I  came  to  a  certain  school  room  to  convoy  those 
who  had  been  advanced  to  their  new  quarters.  The 
teacher  gave  me  the  list,  marshaled  the  children  into  the 
yard,  and  after  a  word  of  counsel  started  them  on  their 
way.  As  she  stood  in  the  doorway  and  saw  them  march- 
ing down  the  street  she  turned  to  me  and  said,  "I  hate 
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to  see  them  go."  She  may  have  long  since  forgotten  the 
incident,  but  it  remains  with  me  as  a  pleasant  memory 
and  as  an  enduring  inspiration. 

Here  is  another  case  that  should  not  pass  unnoticed, 
and  here  I  must  by  reason  of  circumstances  be  more  ex- 
plicit: The  principal  and  teachers  thought  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  for  the  Shatswell  School  to  have  a  piano  of 
its  very  own.  So  the  teachers  and  the  parents  of  the 
children  attending  that  school  went  to  work  and  by 
means  of  sandwich  sales  and  field  day  exhibitions,  se- 
cured the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  with  which  they 
made  the  first  purchase  payment  on  a  piano  costing  net 
four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  principal  informs 
me  that  through  a  generous  contribution  by  Mrs.  Robert 
S.  Kimball  she  expects  soon  to  make  another  one  hun- 
dred dollar  payment.  The  remaining  fifty  dollars  will 
be  pledged  by  the  principal  and  teachers  of  that  school. 
And  so  it  is  through  all  our  schools,  principals  and  most 
teachers  are  making  personal  sacrifices  for  the  sake  of 
the  children  and  their  schools.  These  have  assisted  very 
appreciably  in  raising  and  maintaining  the  high  standing 
of  our  schools,  and  by  every  principle  of  right  and  justice 
they  are  deserving  of  some  financial  encouragement.  One 
of  the  teachers  in  the  high  school  is  receiving  less  than 
the  maximum  salary  though  she  has  given  several  long 
years  of  untiring  and  uncomplaining  effort  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  school.  You,  Committee,  are  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  all  increases  in  salaries  have  been  recom- 
mended on  the  impersonal  basis  of  merit  and  from  a 
sense  of  justice  in  each  individual  case.  You  are  also 
aware  that  the  average  salary  of  our  elementary  teach- 
ers is  something  like  $240  below  the  average  of  the  cor- 
responding groups  for  the  States  as  a  whole.  I  wish  to 
call  your  attention  to  this  important  phase  of  your  duties 
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and  trust  that  you  may  be  successful  in  securing  an  ap- 
propriation that  will  enable  you  to  deal  equitably  with 
this  situation.     The  workman  is  worthy  of  his  living'. 


PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT  OF 
TEACHERS  IN  SERVICE 

To  some  laymen,  and  to  not  a  few  schoolmen,  the 
above  caption  may  seem  to  be  overworked  and  with  them, 
at  least,  to  have  lost  some  of  its  former  significance.  But 
such  is  not  the  real  fact.  More  teachers  are  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the  various  edu- 
cational agencies  of  today  than  ever  before.  More  than 
this,  these  agencies  have  been  multiplying  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  not  only  in  this  country  but  in  foreign  lands  as 
well.  England,  France,  Germany,  Switzerland,  Spain, 
and  Italy,  as  well  as  some  of  the  Mid-European  States  are 
vying  with  each  other  in  offering  attractive  courses  at 
very  attractive  rates.  This  in  itself  is  a  most  worthwhile 
effort,  and  will  unquestionably  result  in  a  clearer  under- 
standing and  a  broadening  influence  of  goodwill  among 
all  the  nations  of  the  world.  Nearly  all  of  our  educa- 
tional institutions  of  every  sort  and  name  are  helping  to 
forward  this  great  movement.  Universities  and  colleges 
from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  rank  have  opened  their 
doors  and  welcomed  with  open  arms,  without  respect  to 
social  standing,  nationality,  or  age,  all  those  who  sincere- 
ly wish  to  advance  their  educational  equipment.  Summer 
schools  and  schools  of  correspondence  are  doing  a  similar 
work.  Any  person  of  suitable  mental  capacity  may  by 
persistent  effort  secure  a  college  diploma  with  a  minimum 
of  resident  studies.  More  people  are  attending  night 
schools,  and  doing  work  in  correspondence  schools  and 
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university  extension  courses  than  are  enrolled  in  all  the 
colleges  and  universities  combined.  It  would  seem  that 
all  America  is  going  to  school. 

A  few  excerpts  from  an  investigation  made  by  the 
New  York  Times  will  give  some  idea  of  the  size  and  ex- 
cent  of  this  prodigious  educational  movement. 

"Looking  over  the  statistics  of  attendance  at  the 
Summer  Schools  in  all  the  States  for  1928,  one  is  im- 
pressed by  the  number  of  teachers  who  gave  over  a  good 
portion  of  their  long  vacation  to  study.  The  total  esti- 
mated number  of  teachers,  principals,  supervisors,  and 
administrative  officers  in  the  United  States  is  but  little 
short  of  a  million — 900,700.  In  Oklahoma,  where  there 
are  nearly  19,300  teachers,  there  are  17.191  students  in 
the  Summer  Schools  and  12,171  are  taking  courses  in 
education.  Oklahoma  teachers  are  also  to  be  found  in 
schools  outside  of  the  State,  even  as  far  away  as  New 
York." 

"Quite  apart  from  what  the  Summer  Schools  are 
doing  for  teachers  professionally,  they  are  becoming 
great  centers  of  adult  education,  and  as  such  are  to  be 
hailed  as  leaders  in  this  newest  phase  of  educational  ex- 
pansion. Moreover,  in  such  places  as  New  York  they  are 
bringing  together  men  and  women  of  maturity  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  so  promoting  an  under- 
standing between  East  and  West,  North  and  South,  such 
as  the  casual  and  superficial  acquaintance  of  mere  travel 
cannot  give.  The  Summer  School  population  has  grown 
in  the  last  three  years,  and  the  result  is  a  by-product  of 
great  value." 

Many  of  our  teachers  are  following  out  this  line  of 
work  by  taking  Saturday  morning  courses  at  the  colleges, 
or  summer  courses  at  the  various  colleges  and   normal

schools.  All  this  work  is  of  college  rank  and  carries  a 
credit  towards  a  degree.  One  of  our  teachers  has  de- 
voted nine  of  her  summer  vacations  to  this  work  and  has 
at  last  received  her  diploma. 

For  many  years  past  our  teachers  have  taken  during 
the  winter  term  a  special  course  along  some  line  of  edu- 
cational work,  and  the  expense,  barring  the  cost  of  a 
single  textbook,  has  been  borne  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment. This  year,  after  consulting  with  some  of  the  prin- 
cipals, it  was  thought  wiser  to  take  some  review  courses, 
to  be  conducted  by  some  member  of  the  faculty.  We  feel 
that  such  a  plan  possesses  considerable  merit  as  it  served 
a  four-fold  purpose.  In  the  first  place  there  will  be  no 
expense  to  the  department.  It  will  help  to  refresh  and 
fortify  our  minds  about  certain  phases  of  subject  matter 
mostly  forgotten ;  it  will  serve  to  keep  alive  the  desire  and 
obligation  of  educational  progress  and  improvement;  and, 
being  conducted  by  one  of  our  own  number,  will  make 
for  professional  solidarity  and  goodwill. 

Never  before  have  I  appreciated  the  value  of  these 
review  courses  so  much  as  at  the  present  time.  With  more 
than  300  pupils  absent  from  schools  and  with  10  teachers 
on  the  sick  list,  the  situation  called  for  a  diversity  of 
ability  such  as  the  isolated  teacher  of  a  single  grade  does 
not  usually  possess.  It  is  solely  through  the  ability  of 
some  of  our  primary  teachers  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
higher  grades  that  we  were  able  to  save  the  situation. 
Herein  lies  the  justification  of  these  review  courses.  Ad- 
vance courses  in  subjects  beyond  those  of  the  grades 
taught  would  be  an  unfailing  source  of  strength  to  every 
teacher.  The  primary  teachers  view  point  should  ex- 
tend through  all  the  grades  above  her  own  if  she  is  to  lay 
securely  a  foundation  broad  enough  for  the  higher  grades 
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to  build  upon.     Potentially  it  would  become  a  source  of 
much  needed  power. 

EDUCATION  WEEK 

Our  celebration  of  this  event  was  postponed  one 
week  from  the  time  set  by  the  National  Association,  as 
that  week  included  the  national  election  and  it  would 
have  been  impossible  for  the  janitor  to  prepare  the  hall 
for  election  purposes  and  then  clear  it  again  for  the 
school  without  losing  too  much  of  our  time.  Moreover, 
Armistice  Day  would  fall  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week 
selected,  and  we  earnestly  desired  to  combine  and  co- 
operate with  each  and  all  of  our  local  organizations  hav- 
ing for  their  objective  the  promotion  of  good  cle?n  Amer- 
ican citizenship.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  most  of  our 
local  agencies  welcomed  the  idea  of  combining  forces,, 
and  these  contributed  most  effectively  in  making  our 
week's  program  a  genuinely  community  affair. 

Monday  was  given  over  to  the  celebration  of  Armis- 
tice Day  under  the  direction  of  the  Legion.  Tuesday  eve- 
ning a  moving  picture  program  on  health  was  given  in 
the  Town  Hall.  On  Wednesday  evening  a  night  session 
from  7  until  8.30  was  held  by  all  the  schools.  This  was 
attended  by  parents  and  friends  to  the  number  of  600  or 
more ;  and  while  it  could  not  be  expected  that  under  the 
unusual  conditions,  the  children  would  appear  at  their 
best,  yet  the  expression  of  appreciation  and  commenda- 
tion were  most  favorable  and  encouraging.  Contrary  to 
custom  there  was  no  breaking  down  of  any  part  of  the 
equipment,  and  it  was  generally  conceded  to  be  the  most 
pleasing  and  satisfactory  night  session  that  the  schools 
had  ever  held. 

Thursday  evening  was  filled  by  an  interesting  pro- 
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'gram  by  the  Girl  Scouts  under  the  direction  of  the  Misses 
Hayes  and  Dawson.  No  one  witnessing  the  varied  evolu- 
tions 2nd  formations  of  this  body  of  young  girls,  their 
proficiency  in  first-aid  work,  and  their  seriousness  of 
purpose  as  embodied  in  their  creed,  could  doubt  for  an 
instant  the  high  moral  purpose  and  the  splendid  influ- 
ence in  the  community  of  this  wonderful  organization. 
Of  their  need  of  fuller  appreciation  and  for  better  facili- 
ties for  carrying  on  their  work,  I  will  speak  later  on. 

For  Friday  evening  we  had  planned  a  most  ambitious 
urogram.  Our  title  was  "Is  New  England  Slipping?" 
"Come  and  See."  They  came,  they  saw,  and  they  slipped 
— out.  The  whole  thing  was  one  humiliating  farce.  The 
Irony  of  Fate  would  have  been  a  better  caption.  Two  of 
the  reels  promised  never  reached  us,  and  one  of  the  other 
two  was  in  such  damaged  condition  that  it  could  not  be 
used.  The  fourth  and  last  one  had  to  be  taken  from  the 
hall  to  the  Opera  House  for  rewinding  before  it  could  be 
used. 

We  passed  an  evening  not  soon  to  be  forgotten.  Va- 
cation week  is^  not  ended.  Some  evening  during  this 
present  winter  season  the  really  good  people  of  this  com- 
munity will  again  be  invited  to  meet  and  assemble  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  see  if  New  England 
is  Slipping. 

SCHOOL  SAVINGS 

This  branch  of  our  work  has  shown  very  unsatis- 
factory results  for  the  last  few  years.  Children  have  not 
cared  to  save,  but  have  spent  their  money  very  freely 
for  many  things  that  are  undesirable  and  even  harmful 
to  the  growing  child.     Our  present  industrial  condition 
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can  hardly  be  looked  upon  as  the  psychological  time  to* 
arouse  enthusiasm,  but  it  is  a  time  when  we  are  compel" 
to  do  a  little  thinking. 

A  few  quotations  purloined  from  Book  Three  of  tl 
'*?Iodern  Life  Arithmetics"  will  furnish  some  very  per  - 
nent  facts,  which  both  old  and  young  should  ponder  very 
serously. 

"Of  every  100  men  representing  an  average  group 
of  Americans  starting  out  in  life.'" 

At  35  years  of  age 

Five  have  died.  10  are  wealthy,  10  well-to-do.  40  live 
on  their  earnings,  and  35  show  no  improvement. 

At  55  years  of  age 

Twenty  have  died,  1  is  wealthy,  3  are  well-to-do.  46 
live  on  their  earnings,  and  30  are  not  self-supporting. 

At  75  years  of  age 

Sixty-three  have  died.  1  is  wealthy.  2  well-to-do.  34 
are  dependent. 

At  Death,  100  men 

One    left    wealth,    2    left    comfort.    15    ieave    from 
$2,000  to  810,000,  and  82  left  nothing. 

"IiiS  hard  for  us  to  realize  that,  out  of  every  1( 
average  citizens,  82  of  them  leave  absolutely  nothing  for 
the  support  of  their  families.  Eighty-two  men  out  of 
every  100  have  saved  nothing,  and  the  surviving  mother 
and  children  have  to  work  for  their  own  living.  AlUthis 
could  have  been  avoided  if  the  family  had  saved  and 
safely  invested  only  a  small  part  of  the  earnings  or  if  the 
father  had  carried  life  insurance." 
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What  a  terrible  reflection  on  all  of  our  boasted  wis- 
dom. Of  all  things  death  is  the  most  certain.  And  yet 
how  we  gamble  with  life  and  how  miserably  we  fail !  In 
the  iast  analysis  it  is  simply  a  matter  of  choice,  and  we 
choose  unwisely,  being  unwilling  to  deny  ourselves  any 
pleasures  or  to  make  any  sacrifices  for  the  things  that  are 
most  worthwhile.  Saving  then  becomes  a  great  moral 
obligation  and  fundamental  to  the  usefulness  and  happi- 
ness of  ourselves  and  of  those  related  to  us.  It  therefore 
becomes  a  matter  of  habit  formation  through  training, 
and  demands  the  persistent  efforts  and  co-operation  of 
parents  and  teacners.  Let  us  then  renew  and  redouble 
our  efforts  in  this  direction,  and  endeavor  to  train  our 
children  to  acquire  the  saving  habit. 

All  that  we  have  said  in  reference  to  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  home  in  establishing  habits  of  thrift  will  apply 
in  equal  degree  to  the  whole  range  of  work  along  the  line 
of  character  building.  The  children  coming  from  the 
best  homes — and  this  has  no  reference  to  the  size  of  the 
house,  nor  to  the  social  or  financial  standing  of  the  par- 
ants — derive  most  from  our  teaching  while  those  influ- 
enced by  the  opposite  environment  get  least.  If  parents 
would  not  blink  the  facts,  but  would  come  to  the  teacher 
with  their  problems  and  secure  her  co-operation,  many  a 
child  would  be  saved  from  the  error  of  his  ways  and 
started  on  the  road  to  usefulness  and  honor. 

OUTSTANDING  NEEDS— PRESENT  AND 
PROSPECTIVE 

I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  Ipswich  is  in  the 
throes  of  an  industrial  depression.  I  am  also  aware  of 
another  fact,  closely  related,  that  such  calamitous  situa- 
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tions  frequently  furnish  the  occasion  when  communities 
pull  themselves  together,  refuse  to  be  "licked,"  and  set 
their  faces  towards  the  high-road  of  progress.  Three 
times  Chicago  lifted  herself  out  of  the  mud,  San  Fran- 
cisco looked  with  contempt  on  the  disaster  of  earthquake 
and  fire,  and  Galveston  defied  the  sea.  Coming  back  to 
our  own  community,  no  period  of  Ipswich  history  was  so 
marked  for  growth  and  prosperity  as  that  following  the 
Heard  Fire  of  40  years  ago.  But  a  better  example  of 
what  a  people  or  an  organization  can  do  by  reason  of  its 
own  dynamic  energy,  and  without  the  spur  of  necessity 
occasioned  by  earthquake,  flood,  or  fire,  may  be  found  in 
the  great  transformation  of  the  old  Boston  and  Maine 
property  into  the  New  North  Station.  I  must  not  here  go 
further  into  the  details  or  the  history  of  this  real  out- 
standing achievement.  We  are  all  familiar  with  the 
physical  as  well  as  the  legal  difficulties  that  had  to  be 
overcome.  My  purpose  is  to  call  attention  to  real  driving 
vital  forces  back  of  the  enterprise  that  made  success  pos- 
sible and  brought  confidence  out  of  uncertainty  and 
doubt.     Will  Ipswich  heed  the  lesson  ? 

Yes,  the  Mill  is  closed.  Is  this  old,  historic  town  to 
close  too  ?  I  don't  believe  it.  It  would  be  to  her  ever- 
lasting shame  to  do  so.  I  still  believe  that  your  Board 
will  insist  that  the  prior  claims  of  your  schools  be  given 
first  place  in  the  discussion  of  the  various  projects  now 
under  consideration. 

Let  it  here  be  said  that  little  or  nothing  can  be  done 
this  year.  There  are  legal  requirements,  as  well  as 
financial  ones,  to  be  met  and  complied  with.  All  that  is 
asked  or  expected  is  that  the  schools'  needs  and  objec- 
tives be  so  thoroughly  understood  and  so  definitely  fixed, 
that  they  cannot  be  sidetracked  by  something  of  a  more 
recent  development, — for  instance  a  sewerage  system. 
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Now  what  are  the  facts?  We  have  five  basement 
rooms  used  regularly  as  classrooms : — Two  at  the  Burley 
and  one  each  at  the  Winthrop,  the  Manning,  and  the 
Shatswell.  All  of  these  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  heat, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  radiators  must  be  suspended 
from  the  ceiling  in  order  to  be  above  the  water  line  of 
the  boilers.  With  the  exception  of  the  Shatswell,  all  are 
very  damp  and  liable  to  flooding  during  and  after  heavy 
rains.  In  nearly  all  of  them  the  natural  light  is  insuffi- 
cient, and  we  are  forced  to  depend  largely  upon  electric 
lighting.  Both  the  manual  training  room  and  the  chem- 
ical laboratory  are  ill-suited  to  the  purposes  of  these  de- 
partments. The  materials  and  the  tools  used  in  the  first 
deteriorate  very  rapidly  on  account  of  the  continual! 
dampness  and  same  is  true  in  reference  to  apparatus  and 
the  chemicals  used  in  the  laboratory.  A  basement  room 
is  the  last  place  in  the  world  for  a  chemical  laboratory. 

A  more  disturbing  element  in  connection  with  these 
rooms  relates  to  the  health  of  the  occupants.  Miss  Gam- 
boa  who  taught  in  the  east  basement  of  the  Burley  School 
felt  obliged  to  tender  her  resignation  unless  she  could 
have  another  room.  There  was  no  other  room  for  her 
and  she  was  asked  to  be  patient.  On  the  death  of  Miss 
Marion  Charles,  whose  passing  was  sincerely  regretted  by 
all,  a  vacancy  occurred  at  the  Payne  School  and  Miss 
Gamboa  was  transferred  to  that  position.  Miss  Pickard 
has  the  room  at  the  Burley,  but  I  seriously  question 
whether  she  would  remain  there  as  a  matter  of  prudence. 
No  partly  underground  basement  should  ever  be  used  as 
a  classroom. 

In  the  Winthrop  Building  two  rooms  have  been  im- 
provised from  the  spaces  originally  intended  for  ward- 
robe purposes.  The  wardrobe  rails  were  removed ;  the 
steam  pipes  taken  out,  and  a  twenty-pupil  room  was  cur- 
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tained  off  from  the  corridors  of  the  upper  and  lovrer 
floors.  While  these  rooms  are  perfectly  sanitary  and 
comfortable  from  the  stand-point  of  health  they  are  open 
to  the  objection  of  distracting  noises  and  other  disturb- 
ances arising  from  the  burden  of  traffic  through  the 
halls.  Another  disturbing  element,  far  more  subtle  in  its 
influence,  is  the  fact  that  the  pupils  occupying  these  cor- 
ridor rooms  are  frequently  looked  upon  as  a  lower  order 
of  beings  and  both  children  and  parents  become  over- 
sensitive to  the  situation.  In  fact  many  of  the  parents 
object  to  their  children  occupying  these  rooms.  But  this 
is  simply  an  attitude  of  mind,  and  has  no  basis  in  fact. 
These  classes  are  smaller  and  the  pupils  get  more  indi- 
vidual attention. 

All  these  unusual  housing  conditions  must  be  looked 
upon  as  makeshift  propositions  undertaken  solely  to  meet 
emergencies  occasioned  by  overcrowding.  And  while  we 
cannot  sanction  such  a  course  of  procedure,  it  was  the 
only  thing  to  be  done  under  the  circumstances  and  should 
be  changed  as  soon  as  possible  for  a  more  humane  and 
intelligent  disposition. 

This  is  the  first  time  since  the  law  went  into  effect 
in  1919,  that  the  State  Department  has  requested  a  list  of 
school  children  three  or  more  years  retarded.  The  law 
makes  it  compulsory  that  such  examination  shall  be 
given,  and  a  list  has  been  sent  to  the  Department  as  re- 
quested. This  examination  consists  of  ten  separate  phases 
or  parts,  most  of  which  are  conducted  by  trained  special- 
ists and  their  decisions  are  final.  Should  they  determine 
from  their  findings  that  a  special  class  be  formed,  then 
we  shall  be  obliged  to  furnish  a  special  teacher  and  an- 
other room.  The  only  space  available  is  to  be  found  in 
the  basement  of  the  Shatswell  School. 
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Here  is  another  matter  for  your  consideration.  Two 
years  ago  a  T.  B.  clinic  was  provided  by  the  State  De- 
partment for  the  benefit  of  all  suspected  cases.  Twelve 
or  more  children  were  found  at  that  time  who  needed 
special  treatment  and  care.  A  year  later  a  follow  up 
clinic  was  held  and  greatly  to  the  joy  of  some  anxious 
parents,  six  of  these  children  gave  evidence  of  decided 
improvement.  The  other  six  cases  showed  no  gain  what- 
ever. What  is  to  become  of  them  ?  Have  we  no  moral 
obligation  or  responsibility  in  the  matter?  We  know 
that  this  most  insidious  disease  claims  its  victims  from 
all  classes  and  all  ages;  that  "early  discovery  means 
early  recovery"  in  a  majority  of  cases;  that  nutrition  and 
rest  are  most  successful  agents  in  combating  the  disease ; 
and  that  recovery  is  probable  in  a  majority  of  cases. 

Again,  what  shall  we  do  about  it?  Shall  we  allow 
these  cases  to  linger  along  until  they  became  the  par- 
ents of  a  large  family  of  tuberculous  children  ?  For  eco- 
nomic reasons  alone  every  assistance  in  their  fight  for 
life  should  be  given  them  and  would  be  given  them  were 
they  the  children  of  some  parents.  An  enlightened  sel- 
fishness, it  would  seem,  should  determine  the  proper 
course  with  these  unfortunate  ones.      * 

In  conversation  recently  with  Doctor  Ceconi,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  School  Hygiene  of  the  Boston 
Public  Schools,  he  gave  me  a  most  gratifying  account  of 
the  progress  made  by  some  of  the  school  children  under 
his  jurisdiction.  Some  of  these  children  have  gained  17 
pounds  in  weight  during  the  year,  their  record  of  at- 
tendance was  greatly  improved,  and  their  rank  in  schol- 
arship showed  a  corresponding  degree  of  progress.  The 
doctor  employs  the  most  up-to-date  and  rational  meth- 
ods of  treatment  and  is  achieving  a  remarkable  success, 
a  success  which  is  also  an  outstanding  service  for  which 
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hundreds,  in  time  to  come,  will  rise  up  and  call  him 
blessed.  But  this  work  requires  room.  Were  this  avail- 
able, the  rest  of  the  equipment  would  be  readily  pro- 
vided by  some  of  our  townspeople  who  have  always  re- 
sponded to  every  humane  appeal. 

High  school  enrollment  throughout  the  nation  has 
increased  remarkably  within  the  last  ten  years.  And 
there  will  be  still  larger  increases  in  the  years  to  come. 
This  will  arise  not  by  reason  of  our  general  prosperity 
alone,  but  because  so  many  doors  are  closed  at  the  pres- 
ent time  against  all  but  high  school  graduates.  This  list 
is  constantly  growing,  and  unless  the  parent  insists  that 
his  child  has  that  requisite,  he  fails  in  his  duty  towards 
his  own  child. 

We  therefore  need  more  room  for  our  high  school. 
We  need  to  enlarge  our  course  of  study.  More  emphasis 
should  be  given  the  social  and  biological  sciences.  A 
good  course  in  biology  or  botany,  even  though  they  were 
not  counted  towards  a  college  entrance  credit,  might 
prove  a  source  of  real  joy  in  after  life,  and  settle,  in  part, 
some  of  the  sex  problems  that  confront  us  at  the  present 
time.  A  better  knowledge  of  the  laws  controlling  our 
development  and  growth,  both  physical  and  spiritual, 
cannot  but  make  for  greater  happiness.  We  need  more 
classrooms  and  we  need  more  men  teachers. 

But  why  extend  this  enumeration  of  particulars! 
What  we  need  and  what  the  people  of  this  town  should 
demand  as  soon  as  conditions  shall  warrant  the  expendi- 
ture, is  a  new,  up-to-date  High  School.  A  High  School 
of  ample  capacity,  with  such  modern  appointments  as 
shall  be  best  calculated  to  provide  and  promote  each  and 
every  best  interest  in  the  community. 

And  here  let  me  say  first  of  all  that  I  consider  an 
Assembly    Hall    of    greatest   importance    in    any   school 
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'building.  It  would  be  hard  to  realize  or  estimate  the 
loss  to  our  school  children  which  the  necessary  closing 
of  Manning  Hall  as  a  place  of  assembly  inflicted  upon 
them.  Here  is  where  the  pupils  could  make  the  proper 
contact  with  the  outside  world,  and  gain  a  practical  in- 
sight into  its  various  activities  and  methods  that  would 
be  invaluable  to  them.  It  would  blend  their  theory  with 
practice  and  to  their  knowledge  add  wisdom,  I  can  con- 
ceive of  no  place  from  which  a  more  salutary  and  lasting 
influence  for  uplift  and  community  betterment  could 
possibly  come.  And  the  irritating  part  of  the  situation 
is  the  fact  that  we  have  an  abundance  of  material,  men 
well  equipped  intellectually  and  professionally,  who 
would  willingly  and  gladly  give  of  their  time  and  ability 
to  this  work.  How  much  longer  must  mere  physical  con- 
ditions compel  us  to  decline  such  important  and  valuable 
service  ?  Never  build  a  school  house  without  an  assem- 
blv  hall,  even  if  it  hasn't  but  one  room. 

Next  to  your  assembly  hall  should  come  a  well-ap- 
pointed Gymnasium ;  for,  like  the  former,  it  possesses 
wonderful  opportunities  for  doing  good  work  with  a  con- 
stantly growing  class  in  our  community.  A  rational  type 
of  athletics  and  physical  training  are  now  considered 
fundamental  to  a  strong  body  and  a  vigorous  mind,  for 
they  develop  both.  If  the  three  hundred  or  more  boys 
that  we  have  in  this  community  whose  home  training  is 
deficient  in  certain  obvious  respects,  could  be  brought 
together  under  the  discipline  of  some  experienced  and 
efficient  physical  training  teacher  or  leader,  the  improve- 
ment would  soon  become  very  noticeable.  The  boys 
themselves  and  the  community  as  well  would  gain  in 
orderliness  and  self-respect,  and  the  money  cost  would 
be  trifling  in  comparison  with  this  gain  in  character  and 
civic  pride. 
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The  Boy  Scouts  and  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  are  both 
without  suitable  quarters  for  carrying  on  their  work. 
These  organizations  are  rendering  a  remarkable  service 
for  young  people  the  world  over,  and  they  should  have 
some  encouragement  here.  It  is  true  that  many  attempts 
have  previously  been  made  to  organize  such  associations 
in  our  community  that  have  resulted  in  failure.  The 
leaders  may  have  had  sufficient  interest  in  such  welfare 
work,  but  they  lacked  the  practical  experience  and 
knowledge  necessary  to  handle  successfully  such  groups 
of  young  people.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  we  have 
passed  the  experimental  stage  and  that  we  now  have  an 
organization  that  is  rapidly  growing  in  membership  and 
efficiency  under  the  guidance  of  our  own  people.  To 
Miss  Hayes  and  Miss  Dawson  our  thanks  are  especially 
due  for  their  untiring  and  successful  efforts  in  mouldings 
the  character  of  so  many  of  our  young  girls. 

It  is  a  work  that  calls  for  idealism,  patience  and  a 
genuine  spirit  of  self-sacrifice,  but  it  is  a  noble  service 
and,  in  due  time,  will  bring  its  own  abundant  reward. 

These  two  rooms,  the  assembly  hall  and  the  gym- 
nasium, would  be  used  conjointly  by  the  membership  of 
the  schools  and  by  such  local  organizations  whose  pur- 
pose is  to  promote  worth  while  community  interests.  In 
this  way  the  school  would  become  a  real  community  cen- 
ter, serving  the  whole  people  without  distinction  of  age, 
creed  or  color  in  the  largest  possible  way,  and  greatly 
to  the  advantage  of  all. 

But  important  as  these  rooms  might  become  from 
the  community  viewpoint  there  is  another  room  which 
should  be  included  in  your  new  high  school,  which  for 
real  power  in  broadening  the  intellect,  and  value  in  es- 
tablishing right  methods  and  habits  of  work,  stands  out 
pre-eminently,   and   that  is   your  school   library.      This 
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should  not  be  a  book-room  only.  It  should  be  of  ample 
size,  with  book-shelves  against  the  walls,  with  tables 
and  chairs  of  sufficient  size  and  number  to  accommodate 
a  whole  class  during  a  period  or  more,  and  it  should  be 
under  the  control  of  an  experienced  and  skilled  librari- 
an. Working*  in  conjunction  with  the  class-room  teacher, 
she  would  see  that  each  pupil  was  supplied  with  the  ma- 
terial needed  to  give  him  a  broader  view  and  a  stronger 
mental  grasp  of  the  subject  under  consideration.  Such 
procedure  may  well  be  considered  as  the  culmination  of 
individual  instruction,  as  the  end  and  aim  in  the  develop- 
ment of  self-help,  and  as  a  practical  training  in  methods 
of  work  that  in  after  years  will  be  invaluable.  Certain 
details  of  any  subject  may  and  will  be  forgotten.  In  fact, 
:much  of  the  subject  matter  learned  in  school  will  fade 
from  memory;  but  if  we  remember  that  the  library  can 
always  furnish  the  desired  information,  the  case  can  never 
be  hopeless. 

The  last  reason  for  the  new  high  school  which  is  to 
be,  that  I  shall  urge,  may  be  found  in  the  larger  advan- 
tages accruing  to  our  young  people  themselves.  Compe- 
tition was  never  so  keen  in  educational  lines  as  at  the 
present  time.  Colleges  and  normal  schools  are  refusing 
admission  to  only  those  of  the  best  trained  mental  ability, 
and  they  are  becoming  more  and  more  exacting  every 
year.  The  normal  graduate  of  today  will  not  be  able  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  five  years  hence,  and  all  the 
professions,  law,  medicine,  and  engineering  are  pursuing 
the  same  rigorous  course. 

With  our  meager  equipment,  the  heavy  pupil  load 
our  teachers  are  carrying,  and  the  shorter  hours  of  study, 
it  becomes  a  serious  question  whether  we  shall  be  able 
much  longer  to  maintain  the  high  standing  with  profes- 
sional schools  that' we  have  enjoyed  in  the  past.     More 
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than  this,  we,  as  a  community,  are  under  a  moral  obliga- 
tion to  train  our  school  children  as  carefully  and  as  thor- 
oughly as  children  in  other  places  are  trained,  and  we 
should  also  realize  that  every  such  improvement  in  our 
educational  equipment  and  product  is  fully  and  perma- 
nently reflected  in  the  community  and  becomes  the 
town's  most  valuable  asset.  Quantity  production  and 
mass  teaching  for  New  England  should  go  into  the  dis- 
card. Henceforth,  let  us  strive  for  quality  along  all  lines 
of  endeavor. 

Industrially  and  educationally  we  now  stand  at  the 
"parting  of  the  ways,"  and  we  realize  as  perhaps  never 
before  the  necessity  for  strong,  far-seeing  leadership 
with  a  vigorous,  broadminded  following'.  Yes,  the  Mill 
is  closed,  and  from  that  fact  a  single  lesson  may  well  be 
drawn,  namely :  That  whenever  and  wherever  any  indi- 
vidual, corporation,  or  community  fails  to  adapt  itself 
to  changing  conditions,  its  doom  is  sealed.  The  most 
immutable  law  in  the  world  is  the  "changeless  law  of 
change"  and  woe  betide  the  individual  or  the  community 
that  does  not  fully  comply  with  all  its  requirements. 

What,  then,  is  to  be  the  future  policy  of  our  schools, 
in  fact,  of  our  town,  for  each  is  supplementary.  Are 
we  to  provide  for  a  rational  expansion,  or  are  we  to 
shrink  and  lose  our  identity  as  so  many  New  England 
towns  have  already  done  ?  Considering  our  history  of 
the  past,  the  enviable  position  in  reference  to  education 
we  once  occupied,  our  favorable  location,  our  splendid 
endowment  of  rare  natural  beauties  of  sea  and  shore, 
our  unusual  opportunities  for  industrial,  residential,  and 
educational  development, — considering  all  these,  I  say, 
I  can  find  but  one  sane  and  logical  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion. Expansion  of  the  conservative  sort  seems  to  be  the 
order  of  the  day  in  all  lines  and  it  is  bringing  success  to 
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multitudes.     More  than  that,  never  before  has  Education 
and  industry  shown  such  a  willing  disposition  to  com- 
bine their  interest,  and  greatly  to  their  mutual  advan- 
tage.    The  town  of  Southbridge,  Massachusetts,  and  of 
Springfield,  Vermont,  are  notable  examples  of  such  part 
time  combinations.     Here  the  pupils  of  the  high  school 
go  into   the   shops  for  two   weeks   and   then   return   to 
school  for  the  remaining  two  weeks  of  each  month.    All 
the  while  they  are  under  the  control  of  the  high  school 
faculty  and  each  overseer  is  obliged  to  give  such  pupils 
the  benefit  of  a  technical  training  along  his  special  line. 
At  the  end  of  five  years  the  combined  credits  from  the 
school  and  from  the  industry,  if  up  to  standard  require- 
ments, entitle  the  pupil  to  a  diploma.    The  school  grants 
the  regular  high  school  diploma  and  the  industry  con- 
tributes a  bonus  of  one  hundred  dollars.    In  this  way  the 
industry  replenishes  its  supply  of  skilled  labor  from  the 
local  supply  and  labor  troubles  are  wholly  overcome  or 
do  not  exist.     But  many  of  our  most  progressive  schools 
are  bringing  an  increasing  number  of  the  arts  and  crafts 
into  their  own  borders.    And  here  is  where  expansion  of 
the  old-time  school  curriculum  is  seen  to  its  best  advan- 
tage.    We   are   no   longer  confining  our  instruction   to 
those  who  are  fitting  for  the  ministry,    or  the  law,   or 
medicine.     Those  seeking  mercantile  pursuits  have  been 
benefited  by  the  school's  instruction  and  have  become 
highly  useful  and  respected  citizens.     Why  should  not 
those  mechanically  inclined  expect  from  our  schools  the 
same  rational   consideration  and   assistance  ?      Our  me- 
chanics have  nothing  to  regret  in  reference  to  the  rela- 
tive size  of  their  weekly  wage  a*s  compared  with  that  of 
the  clerk.     And  even  some  of  our  so-called  professional 
men  might  be  found  willing  to  exchange  pay  envelopes. 
From  the  standpoint  of  a  money  consideration  then  the 
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mechanic  occupies  a  favorable  position.  Why  should 
not  the  schools  reach  out  far  enough  to  include  these 
within  the  scope  of  its  functions  ?  Is  the  wall  of  tradi- 
tion so  high  and  so  wide  that  we  must  not  attempt  to  go 
over  it  or  through  it?  Progress,  neither  social,  econom- 
ic, or  political  ever  came  that  way.  If  necessity  rather 
than  reason  and  sound  judgment  is  to  open  the  way, 
then  be  assured  that  something  along  this  line  will  be 
attempted  and  done,  for  necessity  knows  no  law.  Eighty- 
one  per  cent  of  our  criminals  have  no  trades.  What 
shall  we  do  about  it?  Every  new  invention  and  labor- 
saving  device  displaces  from  one  to  one  hundred  men 
and  idleness,  which  is  the  school  of  crime,  becomes  more 
and  more  prevalent.  Let  the  schools  then  open  their 
doors  and  supply  every  boy  and  girl  with  what  the  world 
is  waiting  for — a  wise  head  and  a  well-trained,  skillful 
hand.  Much  has  already  been  accomplished  along  this 
line,  but  much  more  remains  to  be  done,  and  must  be 
done  unless  our  boastful  professions  are  to  become  a  hol- 
low mockery.  The  part  time  school  is  fast  emerging  from 
its  obscurity,  and  is  already  giving  a  good  account  of  it- 
self as  a  stabilizing  factor  in  many  of  our  industries. 
Mere  is  a  common  ground  where  school  and  industry  may 
unite  to  mutual  advantage  and  destroy  at  a  single  blow 
many  of  the  false  distinctions  of  the  past.  No  phase  of 
modern  educational  progress  is  more  fraught  with  the 
promise  of  mutual  understanding,  good-will,  and  lasting 
peace.  The  work  is  just  begun,  and  happy,  indeed,  will 
be  that  community  whose  energy  and  foresight  compel  it 
to  pursue  to  the  end  this  most  practical,  progressive  and 
beneficent  phase  of  modern  education. 

With  a  commodious  and  modern  Senior  High  School 
on  the  Green  Street  grounds,  the  Junior  High  School 
could  occupy  the  present  Manning  building,  and  all  the 
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sixth  grades  could  be  housed  in  the  Winthrop  building. 
This  plan  would  do  away  with  all  basement  rooms,  pro- 
vide room  for  smaller  classes  throughout  all  the 
lower  grades,  and  give  ample  facilities  for  extra-curricu- 
lar activities  of  the  modern  type. 

Accessibility  is  the  one  redeeming  feature  of  the 
Payne  School  location.  Should  the  town  continue  to 
grow,  a  modern,  four-room  building  will  sometime  be 
needed  in  this  neighborhood. 

This  would  complete  our  building  program  for  some 
years  to  come.  Our  young  people  would  be  given  equal 
opportunity  to  meet  outside  competition,  and  our  towns- 
people would  have  a  school  plant  to  which  it  could  point 
with  satisfaction  and  justifiable  pride.

MANNING  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Joseph  1.  Horton, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  ninth  annual  report  as 
principal  of  Manning  High  School. 

I  think  you  realize  with  me  the  pleasure  that  accom- 
panies a  thoughtful  review  of  the  experiences  of  this  pe- 
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riod.  It  is  impossible  to  state  here  many  of  the  instances,- 
but  each  year  bring  to  my  mind  more  definitely  the  place 
of  the  public  school  in  our  country.  During  the  past  year 
many  graduates  of  our  school  have  come  back  to  us  with 
evidence  of  constant  growth  and  development  until  they 
are  at  present  filling  positions  of  responsibility  and  re- 
ceiving financial  remuneration  in  proportion  to  their  sev- 
eral abilities.  I  like  to  look  back  to  the  picture  of  the 
first  appearance  of  any  of  these  graduates  and  follow 
the  development  through  high  school  and  into  the  life 
pursued  after  graduation  from  high  school.  I  realize 
that  you  follow  the  development  from  a  much  earlier 
period  in  the  child's  school  life. 

From  the  first  grade  the  true  teacher  is  visualizing 
the  development  of  the  child  on  through  the  succeeding' 
steps  and  we  cannot  help  but  realize  some  satisfaction 
in  our  work.  We  sometimes  feel  that  no  one  in  a  position 
to  help  us  accomplish  the  best  for  the  pupil  is  willing  to 
take  the  time  to  study  our  problems  and  provide  for  our 
work. 

I  have  taken  some  pride  in  attempting  to  build  up 
and  to  keep  alive  certain  policies  in  school.  I  have  called 
your  attention  to  many  of  our  weaknesses  from  year  to 
year  and  I  am  only  attempting  to  refer  you  to  a  few  of 
those. 

Our  salary  scale  is  still  at  least  $200.00  below  the 
average  of  the  state  and  much  lower  than  in  other  schools 
of  our  class. 

Our  library  is  entirely  inadequate.  We  are  still  us- 
ing many  out-of-date  text  books.  We  are  attempting  to 
do  laboratory  work  with  no  laboratory  and  very  little 
equipment.  We  are  using  our  assembly  hall  for  a  class 
room.     Toilet  facilities  are  inadequate. 
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We  are  attempting  to  give  training  comparable  to 
that  in  other  similar  towns  at  about  two-thirds  of  the 
expense  there. 

This  policy  would  possibly  be  all  right  if  our  gradu- 
ates stay  in  Ipswich,  but  if  we  hope  for  our  graduates  a 
training  that  will  enable  them  to  compete  with  graduates 
from  other  schools,  we  must  acquaint  them  with  some  of 
the  tools  that  others  are  using. 

For  two  years  we  made  some  headway  in  equipment 
but  during  the  past  year  no  provision  was  made  for  addi- 
tional equipment. 

I  realized  a  year  ago  the  uncertainty  of  industrial 
conditions  and  I  realize  that  conditions  are  still  below 
normal,  but  it  does  seem  that  we  should  not  handicap  our 
present  school  population.  I  hope  to  see  a  more  definite 
study  of  our  real  needs,  and  it  seems  worth  while  to  make 
some  definite  comparisons.  I  believe  if  those  who  pride 
themselves  on  cutting  down  school  expenses  would  visit 
a  few  schools  of  average  equipment,  they  would  find  that 
we  are  really  suffering  under  a  very  false  economy. 

We  expect  our  teachers  to  put  in  time  in  training, 
in  rttendinf?  meetings  in  their  departments,  and  to  sub- 
scribe to  and  read  educational  journals  but  teachers  have 
no  word  in  the  provision  of  conditions  under  which  they 
teach. 

School  methods  and  equipment  have  of  necessity 
changed  to  meet  the  changes  in  the  home  and  community. 
The  school  is  expected  to  provide  opportunities  for  the 
child  that  were  formally  provided  in  the  home  and  along 
with  this  added  duty  the  school  is  expected  to  adapt  its 
instruction  to  the  community  changes. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  costs  more  to  provide 
twelve  years  of  school  training  at  present  than  it  did  in 
1900  or  some  more  remote  time,  according  to  the  period 
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in  the  mind  of  the  person  considering  the  problem.  The 
high  school  in.  the  state  of  Massachusetts  is  providing  for 
over  three  times  as  many  pupils  at  present  as  it  did  in. 
1900.  The  value  of  the  dollar  is  only  $  .57  as  compared 
to  the  dollar  of  prewar  days.  No  doubt  the  above  figures 
hold  true  in  Ipswich  and  if  this  is  true,  we  are  trying  to 
meet  the  new  conditions  with  very  little  increased  cost. 
We  opened  school  this  fall  with  30  per  cent  change  in 
the  teaching  force.  I  believe  the  effect  is  obvious  to  any 
thinking  person. 

We  were  unable  to  hold  an  assembly  of  the  school 
during  the  last  of  the  past  school  year  and  I  feel  the  re- 
sults were  evident.  There  is  much  to  be  gained  through 
these  assemblies  and  even  though  the  appearance  of  the 
building  or  the  convenience  of  the  hall  is  not  improved,, 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  hall  can  be  used  for 
some  assemblies. 

Regular  morning  assembly  is  held  and  at  least  once 
a  month  we  have  an  assembly  with  a  program  provided 
by  a  home  room.  We  are  always  pleased  to  have  an 
assembly  with  a  speaker  coming  to  us  from  the  outside 
and  we  hope  to  have  several  such  assemblies  this  year. 

The  special  activities  such  as  club  work  and  socials 
are  carried  on  as  usual.  It  is  a  very  great  pleasure  to 
report  the  organization  of  a  band  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Tozer.  The  instruments  were  received  early  last  fall 
and  the  rehearsals  have  begun.  The  development  is  cer- 
tinly  pleasing.  We  owe  much  to  the  Rotary  Club  in  its 
help  in  raising  money  for  the  instruments.  A  committee 
was  appointed  last  spring.  This  committee  felt  that  if  a 
reasonable  proportion  of  the  graduates  of  the  school 
would  contribute  one  dollar  each,  the  task  would  be  easy. 
A  letter  was  sent  to  as  many  of  the  graduates  as  could  be 
located  and  even  though  the  response  was  not  creditable 
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there  were  many  favorable  replies.  There  is  at  this  time 
nearly  $200  to  be  raised  and  there  is  a  demand  for  more 
instruments.  This  is  one  of  the  most  creditable  projects 
rttempted  in  our  school  for  some  time,  and  I  hope  more 
of  our  graduates  will  have  a  part  in  this  enterprise. 

We  believe  that  more  of  the  younger  pupils  will  be- 
gin to  study  some  instrument. 

The  time  lias  come  when  athletics  are  no  longer  con- 
sidered an  extra  activity.  They  have  a  very  definite  place 
in  the  physical  education  program  and  although  we  are 
falling  far  short  of  what  is  expected  in  our  physical  edu- 
cation, we  are  helping  a  much  larger  group  than  ever 
before.  Our  athletic  teams  have  been  a  credit  to  the 
school  and  even  though  the  score  is  a  small  consideration, 
we  like  to  win.  We  have  won  our  share  of  victories  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

The  girls  have  had  more  opportunities  for  play  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  teachers  have  put  in  all  possible 
time  to  help  them. 

Ipswich  has  the  foundation  for  a  worth  while  school 
playground  and  I  feel  that  the  school  authorities  should 
assume  the  responsibility  of  raising  in  the  yearly  budget 
a  sum  of  money  adequate  to  provide  some  playground 
equipment  for  the  children  and  to  provide  suitable  im- 
provements to  the  grounds.  I  feel  that  provisions  should 
be  made  for  employing  an  instructor  for  the  playground 
for  at  least  the  period  of  summer  vacations.  This  may 
appear  to  some  as  extraneous  to  the  high  school,  but  I  am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  our  boys  and  girls  entering 
high  school  would  profit  by  this  training  for  an  equiva- 
lent cost.  I  feel  also  that  some  gain  would  be  made  in 
helping  to  keep  children  from  the  streets. 

The  schools  are  concerned  with  the  general  develop- 
ment of  the  child  and  even  though  we  may  feel  that  the 
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home  can  take  the  responsibility  during  the  vacation, 
they  cannot  well  supervise  group  play,  and  unsupervised 
play  develops  mob  spirit.  The  present  playground  com- 
mittee has  accomplished  much  in  the  care  of  the  play- 
ground but  much  more  can  be  accomplished  by  provid- 
ing for  necessary  repairs. 

Graduation  is  first  of  all  that  step  from  the  public 
school  into  some  new  environment  but  to  the  teacher 
graduation  seems  to  be  a  period  of  final  examination  of 
results.  The  teacher  sees  the  child  from  a  different  angle 
from  that  of  the  parent.  We  cannot  help  but  make  some 
comparisons,  but  we  endeavor  in  the  public  school  to  help 
each  individual  to  develop  to  the  limit  of  his  capacity. 
We  do  get  much  satisfaction  in  the  results  as  evidenced 
in  many  cases.  We  find  some  who,  because  of  the  limits 
placed  in  the  home,  develop  very  slowly.  The  boy  or 
girl  in  high  school  must  begin  to  make  decisions,  to  take 
a  little  initiative,  and  to  meet  a  few  of  life's  problems,  but 
he  must  begin  also  to  consider  others  and  realize  that  he 
has  certain  obligations  to  the  school  and  to  the  commu- 
nity. 

The   greater  part   01  our  graduates  formulate 

some  plan  for  the  future  but  some  fail  to  become  inter- 
ested in  any  definite  plans.  I  do  not  wish  to  give  the  im- 
pression that  everyone  should  go  to  college  or  normal 
school,  but  I  do  believe  that  every  graduate  should  look 
forward  to  some  life  work  in  which  he  is  to  continue  to 
develop. 

It  is  interesting  to  study  the«present  employment  of 
our  graduates  of  past  years  but  it  would  take  too  much 
space  to  summarize  here.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  it  is 
worth  while  to  follow  our  graduates  for  at  least  the  first 
half-year  and  I  submit  the  list  of  last  year's  graduates  as 
follows:

The  class  as  graduated  in  June  was  the  largest  class 
to  graduate  up  to  the  present  time  and  it  seems  probable 
that  the  class  of  1929  will  be  larger. 

Graduation  exercises  have  come  to  be  very  popular 
and  we  find  many  people  who  would  undoubtedly  attend 
if  they  could  find  room.  We  have  felt  that  by  holding 
the  various  exercises  at  different  times  a  larger  number 
of  people  are  permitted  to  attend.  We  have  for  several 
years  carried  out  a  plan  for  the  week  and  results  are 
pleasing.  Our  first  attempt  to  put  on  a  class  day  exercise 
resulted  in  an  audience  of  about  35  people.  The  growth 
of  interest  has  been  very  rapid  until  last  year's  class  pre- 
sented their  class  day  program  in  Town  Hall  before  more 
than  5G0  people. 
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Whatever  we  attempt  in  our  school  work  is  attempt- 
ed with  the  one  idea  of  aiding  in  the  all-around  develop- 
ment of  our  pupils.  No  doubt  there  are  mistakes  in  judg- 
ment and  I  think  you  will  agree  that  in  our  contacts  with 
nearly  300  different  individuals  coming  from  nearly  as 
many  homes  we  may  fail  at  times  to  do  the  best  possible 
for  the  individual,  but  even  parents  sometimes  fail  to 
direct  the  development  of  the  child  as  they  would  like  to 
direct  it. 

In  general  we  find  a  whole  hearted  support  from 
parents  in  our  work  and  I  feel  sure  that  most  parents 
recognize  the  results  of  training  as  evidenced  in  the 
teacher. 

I  am  convinced  that  every  parent  is  interested  in 
the  best  possible  training  for  the  child  and  it  is  interest- 
ing to  note  the  effect  of  the  home  in  each  case.  It  is 
always  difficult  to  see  the  weaknesses  in  our  friends  and 
members  of  our  family,  and  we  find  some  parents  who 
find  it  difficult  to  make  just  comparisons  of  their  children 
with  other  children. 

We  are  sincerely  trying  to  help  each  pupil  coming 
to  us  to  adjust  himself  to  the  group  and  take  his  place  in 
school  life.  It  is  a  credit  to  any  pupil  to  be  recognized 
by  his  school  mates  as  a  leader  and  during  the  last  two 
years  of  high  school  work  we  find  pupils  judging  their 
school  mates  much  as  teachers  judge  them.  They  recog- 
nize ability  to  organize,  to  lead  in  the  various  activities 
and  in  scholarship. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
untiring  efforts  of  our  teachers,  the  sincere  co-operation 
of  Mrs.  Baxter  in  our  library  work,  and  the  confidence 
and  interest  expressed  by  parents. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir; 

With   pleasure  I  submit  my  report  of  the   Winthrop 
School. 

We  have  an  enrollment  of  four  hundred  thirty-two 
pupils,  about  twenty-five  more  than  last  year.  The  sev- 
enth grade  is  the  largest  division.  In  order  to  accommo- 
date this  grade  we  found  it  necessary  to  place  forty-six 
pupils  in  each  of  the  two  larger  rooms.  The  recent  epi- 
demic of  colds  has  lowered  our  percentage  of  attendance, 
which  had  been  very  regular  up  to  this  time. 

We  have  made  very  little  change  in  the  curriculum, 
our  plan  of  last  year  has  been  quite  closely  followed.  In 
September  we  lost  no  time  in  organizing.  Our  teachers 
being  familiar  with  the  school  work  and  its  routine,  we 
were  able  to  start  the  regular  work  almost  as  soon  as 
school  opened.  The  work  has  steadily  progressed  until 
the  recent  epidemic  of  colds  caused  the  absence  of  teach- 
ers and  pupils.  For  the  time  being  this  absence  some- 
what retarded  the  work. 

We  are  trying  to  keep  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the 
fundamentals ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  to  expand  and  en- 
rich as  much  as  possible  in  order  to  broaden  the  training 
of  the  children  in  preparation  for  good  citizenship. 

The  Franklin  Education  Course  in  Drawing  is  prov- 
ing very  satisfactory.  The  pupils  are  interested  and  en- 
joy the  work  very  much.  At  the  same  time  they  are 
gaining  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  foundation  princi- 
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pies  in  drawing  and  increasing  their  power  of  concentra- 
tion. 

,Regular  physical  exercises  in  the  form  of  setting-up 
drills  are  held  daily  under  the  leadership  of  the  boys  and 
girls,  supervised  by  the  class-room  teachers.  This  work 
is  sometimes  varied  in  the  lower  grades  by  the  use  of  the 
Victor  victrola  records.  In  the  upper  grades,  in  order  to 
make  the  work  more  interesting,  a  number  of  group  com- 
petition contests  have  been  held.  These  competition  drills 
are  a  great  force  in  mental  and  moral  development  of 
the  child.  Drills  under  pupil  leadership  are  very  stim- 
ulating and  valuable  to  children  of  junior  high  school 
age. 

Preparing  material  for  the  school  paper  helped  the 
pupils  in  the  correct  use  of  English.  It  was  an  added  in- 
centive for  them  to  do  their  very  best  work.  It  was  found 
difficult  to  meet  the  cost  of  printing  the  paper,  therefore, 
for  the  present,  it  has  been  discontinued.  Teachers  have 
made  a  great  effort,  this  year  to  develop  an  apprecia- 
tion for  good  reading.  Many  pupils  have  received  state 
certificates  for  reading  a  certain  number  of  books  and 
correctly  reporting  on  same. 

The  classes  in  Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Arts 
are  doing  excellent  work  under  their  respective  teachers; 
but  some  of  the  classes  are  much  too  large  to  obtain  the 
best  results. 

Teachers  are  striving  to  maintain  the  same  high 
standard  of  penmanship  as  has  been  manifested  in  for- 
mer years.  This  year  they  are  working  under  a  check 
system,  which  has  been  worked  out  by  the  supervisor  of 
penmanship. 

The  schools  of  the  town  did  not  hold  a  public  exhi- 
bition of  school  work  this  past  year  and  as  the  pupils  had 
done  very  creditable  work  during  the  year  an  exhibition 
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was  held  in  the  lower  hall  of  the  building  where  the  par- 
ents and  friends  might  call  to  see  the  work.  We  were 
very  much  pleased  with  the  number  of  people  who  re- 
sponded to  our  invitation.  The  same  work  was  later 
sent  to  the  Topsfield  Fair. 

As  a  part  of  the  program  for  educational  week  a  ses- 
sion of  schools  was  held  in  the  evening.  It  was  a  great 
pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  teachers  to  meet  so  many 
parents  during  the  evening,  the  number  being  far  in 
excess  of  any  other  year. 

The  last  period  in  the  afternoon  is  given  to  instruc- 
tions in  character  building.  Stories  or  poems  which  have 
a  moral  or  teach  a  lesson,  are  read  by  the  children  and 
by  the  teachers.  Often  some  little  gem  of  poetry  is  re- 
cited by  the  pupils.  We  try  to  inculcate  in  the  children 
the  principles  of  the  cardinal  virtues,  obedience  to  au- 
thority and  reverence  for  God.  We  are  striving  to  do 
something  toward  helping  these  children  to  become  good 
and  useful  citizens  and  worthy  members  of  their  homes. 

Teachers  and  pupils  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  school 
nurse,  Miss  Stewart.  She  knows  each  child  personally 
and  she  alone  is  familiar  with  the  home  life  of  every 
pupil.  Each  day  many  children  pass  her  inspection, — 
some  receive  advice,  others  have  wounds  bandaged  or 
dressed  by  her.  From  the  knowledge  gained  through 
her  examinations  we  are  enabled  to  decide  questions 
concerning  the  health  and  work  of  the  child. 

In  last  year's  report  I  made  mention  of  a  change  in 
some  of  our  text  books.  We  still  are  in  need  of  a  dif- 
ferent Hygiene  book  for  all  grades  and  a  new  text  book 
in  History  for  grade  seven.  In  addition  to  these  it  would 
be  well  to  purchase  a  new  text  in  Arithmetic  for  grade 
seven  and  a  new  set  of  Literature  books  for  grade  eight. 
It  would  also  be  of  great  advantage  if  a  correct  time- 
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keeping  clock  were  placed  in  the  room  of  the  principal. 

Seventy-four  children  graduated  in  June.  This  is  a 
smaller  number  than  received  diplomas  a  year  previous. 
We  substituted  for  the  graduation  play  the  old  style 
graduation  of  essay  and  declamation,  which  to  a  great 
many  people  was  more  satisfactory  and  pleasing  than  a 
drama.  Many  of  the  graduates  did  not  enter  Manning 
High  in  September  as  they  were  obliged  by  circumstances 
to  go  to  work.  The  program  and  names  of  the  graduates 
follow. 

The  same  excellent  teachers  have  remained  with  us 
this  year.  They  have  continued  to  work  willingly  and 
long  for  the  welfare  of  their  pupils.  They  have  co- 
operated with  enthusiasm  and  ability.  On  the  other 
hand  an  excellent  school  spirit  and  a  spirit  of  work  and 
co-operation  are  manifested  among  the  pupils.  All  are 
working  together  most  effectively  and  this  year  has  been 
one  of  earnest  endeavor.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

Again  I  submit  to  you  the  yearly  report  of  the  Bur- 
ley  School. 

The  total  enrollment  this  year  is  three  hundred 
eighty-six  pupils,  an  increase  of  twelve  pupils  over  last 
year.  They  are  distributed  in  the  following  grades: 
Seventy-six  pupils  in  grade  one,  forty-seven  in  grade  two,

sixty-nine  in  grade  three,  eighty-one  in  grade  four,  sixty- 
one  in  grade  five,  fifty-two  in  grade  six. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good.  Both  pupils 
and  teachers  have  done  their  best  to  keep  the  percent  of 
attendance  high. 

In  our  school  work  this  year  we  have  made  Reading 
the  study  upon  which  most  stress  has  been  placed.  We 
know  that  pupils  are  handicapped  in  all  work  if  they  are 
not  able  to  read  intelligently.  The  sixth  grade  pupils 
have  earned  three  diplomas  and  sixteen  certificates  for 
completing  a  course  of  Reading  outlined  by  the  State. 

The  application  of  Spelling  has  had  an  important 
place  in  the  curriculum  from  the  second  grade  through 
the  sixth  grade.  Every  second  Friday  we  have  had  com- 
petition in  Dictation.  The  class  having  the  highest  rec- 
ord receives  a  banner  as  a  reward.  We  found  many 
children  were  apparently  good  spellers  in  the  regular 
daily  lesson,  but  in  the  application  of  the  same  words 
they  were  found  wanting.  This  plan  has  helped  a  great 
deal  to  make  better  spellers. 

The  Franklin  Course  in  Drawing  still  continues  to 
be  a  very  great  asset  to  the  curriculum.  The  pupils  are 
able  to  see  objects  as  they  are  and  present  individual 
interpretation  more  readily  than  in  previous  years. 

We  have  tried  to  broaden  the  year's  work  by  out- 
side study.  Several  of  the  classes  under  the  Supervision 
of  the  teachers  have  taken  Nature  and  Bird  walks.  The 
fifth  class  visited  Mr.  Canney's  lumber  yard  and  through 
his  courtesy  received  instruction  in  the  different  kinds  of 
wood  used  for  building  purposes.  The  sixth  grade  made 
two  trips  to  Salem  to  visit  the  Peabody  Museum.  These 
trips  were  very  interesting  to  the  children  as  well  as 
instructive. 
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We  are  fortunate  in  having  our  rooms  fitted  for  the 
use  of  a  lantern  and  screen.  The  fifth  and  sixth  grades, 
have  used  the  lantern  one  day  each  week  In  connection 
with  the  study  of  Geography,  History,  Hygiene  and  Na- 
ture. Each  child  recites  a  topic  describing  a  picture. 
This  makes  the  work  interesting  and  the  pupils  retain  the 
subject  matter  much  more  easily. 

We  still  continue  the  public  speaking  plan,  which 
consists  of  reading,  reciting  poems  and  singing  by  the 
different  pupils  in  the  various  rooms  every  alternate  Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The  sixth  grade  has  formed  an  Audubon  Club  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Good  Citizen  Club,  in  which  it  has  been  do- 
ing good  work. 

We  have  had  very  few  changes  in  teachers.  Miss 
Gamboa  was  transferred  to  the  Payne  School  and  Miss 
Pickard  was  elected  to  take  her  place.  At  present  we 
have  Miss  Mary  Lucey  observing  in  the  lower  grades,  as 
a  part  of  her  training.  She  is  a  pupil  of  Miss  Brooks's 
training  school  in  Boston.  This  practical  training,  I  con- 
sider a  great  help  to  any  student  preparing  for  a  teacher 
and  we  find  it  no  trouble  as  many  times  they  can  help  in 
the  class  room.  All  our  teachers  are  conscientious  and 
co-operative.  They  are  always  willing  to  give  children 
help  after  school  as  well  as  before  school.  Many  chil- 
dren in  the  upper  grades  avail  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  build- 
ing. The  basement  rooms  have  been  made  dry  and  new 
porches  have  been  added  to  the  back  doors  of  these 
rooms.  New  curtains  are  needed  in  some  of  the  rooms 
as  the  old  ones  have  been  ruined  by  water  during  heavy 
rain  storms.  The  building  is  always  clean,  the  floors 
being  swept  every  day  by  the  janitor. 
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The  evening  session  held  during  Educational  Week 
was  enjoyed  by  many  parents  and  friends.  As  many  of 
our.  parents  work  during  the  day,  they  look  forward  to 
this  evening  as  a  chance  to  visit  their  children.  Much 
is  gained  by  parents  visiting  the  schools.  The  teachers, 
by  knowing  the  parents,  better  understand  the  children. 
I  trust  many  more  parents  and  friends  will  visit  our 
school  during  the  coming  year,  thereby  giving  encour- 
agement to  pupils  and  teachers. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  help  received 
from  your  advice  and  also  to  thank  the  parents  who  have 
shown  such  a  kindly  interest  in  our  school.

SHATSWELL  SCHOOL

Dear  Sir: 

As  principal  of  the  Shatswell  School  I  herewith  sub- 
mit my  third  annual  report. 

Owing  to  business  conditions  in  Ipswich,  the  number 
of  pupils  enrolled  is  smaller  than  last  year,  the  total  being 
335.  There  are  nine  classes  and  all  of  the  rooms  are  full 
except  the  first  and  third  grades.  The  attendance  has 
been  exceptionally  good  with  few  cases  of  tardiness. 
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The  pupils  are  striving  to  do  well  in  their  various 
studies  and  are  keenly  interested  in  all  the  activities  of 
the  school. 

With  one  exception  we  have  the  same  teachers  as 
last  year.  Their  loyal  support,  sincere  co-operation  and 
untiring  efforts  make  an  efficient  corps. 

In  October  all  of  the  pupils  joined  the  Junior  Red 
Cross.  The  members  of  this  organization  pledge  them- 
selves to  serve  their  friends,  neighbors,  community  and 
all  mankind  in  general  to  the  best  of  their  abilities.  Any 
work  done  for  the  Red  Cross  correlates  with  our  lessons 
in  citizenship  and  gives  the  children  a  broader  outlook. 

The  boys  of  the  sixth  grade  act  as  traffic  officers  on 
Green  and  County  Streets  at  the  opening  and  closing  of 
each  session.  They  are  young  and  untrained,  but  realize 
the  responsibility  resting  on  them  and  do  well  in  their 
respective  positions.  I  have  received  many  commenda- 
tory reports  of  their  work.  It  would  be  very  helpful  if 
these  boys  could  have  some  instructive  talks  about  traf- 
fic rules  and  regulations  and  the  duties  of  traffic  officers. 
Mr.  Grant,  the  custodian,  not  only  takes  excellent  care 
of  the  building,  but  acts  as  an  instructor  as  well.  Under 
his  able  leadership,  a  fife  and  drum  corps  has  been 
formed.  It  is  composed  of  boys  from  the  fourth,  fifth 
and  sixth  grades.  Regular  lessons  are  given  each  week, 
Mr.  Grant  teaching  the  fife  class  and  Mr.  Stone  giving 
the  lessons  in  drumming.  Both  classes  are  making  good 
progress  and  will  soon  be  heard  on  the  street.  These 
men  give  their  lessons  free  of  charge  and  spend  much 
time  with  the  boys.  We  thank  them  for  wholehearted 
endeavor  to  help  the  youth  of  today. 

School  was  in  session  one  evening  during  Education 
Week.  More  than  two  hundred  people  improved  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  pupils  at  their  regular  work. 
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Nearly  every  day  we  have  some  visitors  but  we  would  like 
to  have  all  of  the  parents  come. 

Miss  Lovell,  a  student  at  the  Wheelock  School  of 
Boston,  is  having  her  observation  lessons  in  the  first 
grade.     She  spends  four  mornings  each  week  with  us. 

Last  spring  a  large  storeroom  was  built  in  the  base- 
ment. This  gives  us  a  clean,  dry  place  in  which  we  can 
put  a  large  quantity  of  supplies. 

New  desks  and  chairs  are  needed  in  the  fourth  grade 
room.  Those  now  in  use  came  from  one  of  the  old  build- 
ings and  have  seen  years  of  wear.  Many  of  them  are 
broken  and  but  few  are  adjustable.  We  need  a  new  desk 
in  the  office,  also  some  chairs  for  visitors.  Many  of  our 
text  books  are  old  and  worn  and  new  sets  are  needed  in 
some  of  the  rooms. 

Again  this  year  we  thank  all  who  helped  with  our 
Health  Day  program.  In  spite  of  inclement  weather  we 
cleared  well  over  $100.  This,  with  the  money  already 
earned,  enabled  us  to  buy  a  splendid  piano,  which  is 
proving  very  helpful  to  both  pupils  and  teachers.  We 
wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  generous  donations 
of  Mrs.  Robert  Kimball  and  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Tozer. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  help- 
fulness.

May  I  submit  the  following  report? 

The  music  in  the  grades  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  past  few  years.  As  many  of  the 
music  readers  have  been  in  use  for  four  years,  it  will  be

necessary  to  replr.ce  many  of  them  in  the  fall.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  a  corps  of  teachers  who  are  very 
much  interested  in  music.  Consequently  the  results  are. 
very  satisfactory.  As  there  is  not  even  one  assembly  hall 
in  our  whole  school  system,  chorus  work  must  of  course 
suffer.  Groups  of  children  are  given  an  opportunity  to 
sing  with  the  piano  by  taking  them  class  by  class  into  the 
halls  of  the  various  buildings.  You  will  admit  that  this 
condition  is  not  exactly  ideal.  But  it  is  the  best  that  can 
be  done  at  present. 

It  seems  necessary  that  we  have  music  with  the 
Junior  High  graduation  exercises.  As  the  music  in  the 
readers  is  not  always  suitable  for  this  particular  occasion, 
may  I  suggest  that  the  sum  of  $50  be  appropriated  for 
octavo  music  to  be  used  at  this  graduation. 

The  various  musical  organizations  in  the  Senior  High 
School  are  the  direct  result  of  the  music  in  the  grades. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  a  high  school  chorus,  con- 
sisting of  ail  the  students  in  the  school;  a  girls'  glee  club 
of  140  members  (this  is  elective)  ;  a  band  of  seventeen 
members ;  and  an  orchestra  of  fourteen  members,  which 
is  just  now  in  the  making.  But  we  have  been  greatly 
handicapped,  as  we  have  not  always  been  able  to  get 
material  when  needed.  We  have  a  principal  of  the  high 
school  who  is  in  hearty  accord  with  all  musical  activities. 
In  this,  I  feel  that  I  am  more  than  fortunate.  But  more 
important  than  all  else  is  the  fact  that  in  order  to  get 
the  best  results,  the  interest  of  the  pupil  must  be  main- 
tained. This  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the  use  of 
new  music.  No  group  of  people,  especially  of  high  school 
age,  can  long  be  interested  in  singing  the  same  song  for 
weeks  and  months  on  end.  A  high  school  chorus  should 
have  at  least  five  new  choruses  each  year.  A  glee  club 
should  have  at  least  ten.    And  the  band  and  orchestra  in 
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proportion.  Again  I  suggest  that  you  budget  the  music 
for  the  high  school  and  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose. 

May  I  say  just  a  word  in  regard  to  the  band.  The 
instruments  in  most  cases  are  owned  by  the  town  and 
loaned  to  the  pupils.  In  order  to  pay  for  them,  a  letter 
was  sent  to  all  the  alumni  of  the  Manning  High  School, 
asking  that  the  sum  of  one  dollar  or  more  be  contributed 
for  this  purpose.  We  needed  about  $550.  NOT  TWEN- 
TY PERCENT  OF  THE  ALUMNI  RESPONDED.  We  still 
need  nearly  two  hundred  dollars.  It  would  seem  as 
though  the  alumni  of  the  school  were  not  willing  to  sup- 
port the  present  members,  or  the  activities  of  the  school. 
I  sincerely  trust  that  some  arrangement  may  be  made 
whereby  these  instruments  may  be  paid  for. 

The  Glee  Club  concert  is  an  annual  affair.  It  is 
an  expensive  concert.  The  opera  house  is  the  only  place 
in  Ipswich  where  140  girls  can  be  brought  together  upon 
one  stage.  And  of  course  Mr.  Bragdon  has  to  cancel  one 
show  when  we  hire  the  house.  May  I  hope  that  no  one 
will  refuse  to  help  the  girls  this  year  when  asked  to  buy 
a  ticket  for  this  concert. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you 
and  your  teachers  for  your  hearty  co-operation  during 
the  past  year.

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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  of  the 
Domestic  Science  department. 

This  past  year  has  brought  forth  many  changes,  and 
although  some  of  them  may  seem  very  minor,  they  have 
helped  immensely. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  classes  were  not 
only  numerous,  but  far  too  large  to  handle  with  any 
great  success.  With  the  taking  away  of  the  four  fifth 
grades,  it  enabled  us  to  divide  some  of  the  larger  classes, 
thus  allowing  more  time  for  each  individual. 

The  installation  of  a  new  sewing  machine  is  another 
improvement.  The  classes  are  so  large  that  quite  fre- 
quently a  child  will  be  held  up  on  her  work,  because  the 
machines  are  in  use.  Hence,  the  addition  of  the  one  ma- 
chine has  made  it  possible  to  keep  three  or  four  children 
more  busy  during  a  class  period.  It  seems  fitting  at  this 
place  to  offer  my  sincere  appreciation  to  those  who  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  have  this  useful  device. 

Another  interesting  change  was  the  division  of  the 
High  School  class.  Last  year  there  were  only  nine  stu- 
dents from  the  High  School  who  took  the  course  in 
Domestic  Arts,  but  this  year  the  class  has  enlarged  to  the 
extent  that  it  was  necessary  to  divide  the  girls  into  two 
sections.  One  group  of  girls  are  studying  Clothing,  and 
the  other  group  is  studying  Foods.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  these  two  groups  organized  into  clubs  with  a 
common  aim,  that  being,  to  improve  the  domestic  science 
room  by   adding  such   equipment  that   would   not   only 
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beautify,  but  that  would  prove  useful  in  their  work.  They 
have  already  held  a  social,  a  food  sale,  and  two  sandwich 
sales  to  earn  money  to  carry  out  their  plans. 

The  work  in  the  lower  grades  is  progressing  rapidly. 

The  girls  in  the  eighth  grades  are  having  cooking, 
and  although  some  of  the  classes  are  a  trifle  large  for  the 
amount  of  space  we  have,  they  are  doing  very  well. 

The  pupils  in  the  four  seventh  grades  are  making 
their  cooking  uniforms  for  the  coming  year.  Through 
this  project  they  have  had  an  opportunity  to  study  the 
use  of  the  sewing  machines  along  with  the  cutting  and 
general  construction  of  garments. 

The  work  carried  on  in  the  sixth  grade  also  covers 
the  use  of  the  sewing  machines.  However,  the  problems 
are  much  more  simple  and  require  a  greater  amount  of 
hand  work.  The  reason  for  this  is  to  give  the  girls  an 
opportunity  to  learn  how  to  handle  material  with  the  care 
that  is  necessary  to  have  neat  and  attractive  results.  Poor 
sewing  technique  produces  not  only  untidy  work  but  in- 
accurate work  as  well. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  say  that  this  year  has  been  a  very 
happy  one,  and  I  wish  to  thank  Miss  Sullivan,  Mr.  Whip- 
ple, and  you,  for  your  kind  co-operation.

Dear  Sir: 

The  work  in  the  Manual  Arts  Department  has  made 
a  change  this  year.  It  has  started  a  Household  Mechan- 
ics course  to  correlate  with  the  Woodworking  and  Elec- 
trical courses. 

The  aim  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department  for  the 
year  1929  is  to  serve  the  boy  and  his  home. 

There  is  no  justification  for  confining  the  shop  work 
to  woodwork  of  a  manual  training  nature  nor  assuming 
that  all  boys  will  be  interested  in  woodwork.  The  va- 
riety of  shop  problems  available  in  a  well  conducted 
Household  Mechanics  course,  not  only  offers  the  boys  an 
opportunity  for  learning  many  useful  operations  and  for 
becoming  more  or  less  skillful  in  doing  a  large  number 
of  repair  jobs  necessary  about  a  home,  but  it  offers  an 
opportunity  for  vocational  guidance.  Such  a  course  will 
interest  most  boys  and  will  be  looked  upon  with  favor  by 
their  parents. 

In  summing  up,  the  advantages  of  the  Household 
Mechanics  course  in  the  Manual  Arts  curriculum  are : — 

1.  It  provides  an  opportunity  for  diversified  shop 
work. 

2.  It  provides  an  opportunity  for  vocational  guid- 
ance. 

3.  It  provides  an  avocational  interest  which  makes 
for  a  more  worthy  use  of  leisure  time.

4.  It  is  an  economic  value  to  the  boys.  Such  a 
knowledge  often  saves  the  time  and  money  involved  in 
calling  a  repair  man  for  such  jobs. 

5.  Parents  look  with  favor  upon  such  instruction, 
which  they  can  see  is  valuable  to  the  boys. 

6.  Boys  gain  self-respect;  it  makes  them  more  self- 
reliant. 

7.  It  is  a  civic  value ;  trains  for  better  citizenship. 

8.  It  is  an  economical  shop  for  the  school  as  repair- 
ing projects  cost  less  than  making  new  projects,  when 
time  devoted  is  figured  as  education. 

9.  It  trains  for  definite  future  values.  The  training 
will  be  capitalized  throughout  the  boy's  life,  because 
practically  every  man  needs  to  know  how  to  do  these 
things  or  to  know  how  they  are  done. 

10.  It  interests  the  boys — makes  for  worthy  home 
membership. 

Some  of  the  needs  of  the  Department  are  a  few 
power  machines, — a  wood  turning  lathe,  band  saw  and 
a  power  drill.  These  three  machines  would  make  it  pos- 
sible to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Household  Mechanics 
course.  A  lathe  would  make  it  possible  to  repair  any 
kind  of  furniture,  to  turn  chair  legs  and  rungs,  floor  and 
table  lamps,  handles,  etc.  The  electric  drill  would  make 
it  possible  to  do  more  work  in  metals  in  the  Junior  High 
School. 

This  school  year  we  have  already  made  about  two 
dozen  electric  wood  and  iron  floor  and  bridge  lamps. 
With  the  aid  of  a  power  drill  we  could  improve  the  work- 
manship and  increase  the  production. 

The  condition  of  the  class  room  and  basement  is  the 
same  as  it  was  last  year.  Wooden  floors  would  improve 
the  condition  of  the  basement  and  Manual  Arts  class 
room  to  a  great  extent. 
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This  report  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  ask  the  par- 
ents to  allow  their  boys  to  bring  articles  from  their  own 
homes  to  the  Manual  Arts  Department  for  repairs.  It 
may  be  repairs  in  woodwork,  iron  work,  electrical  work 
or  refinishing.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


Mr.  Joseph  I.  Horton, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
Dear  Sir: 

Nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  was  a  busy  year 
for  the  School  Physician  and  the  School  Nurse.  With  the 
passing  of  each  year  the  volume  of  work  increases.  New 
requirements  are  constantly  being  made  by  State  author- 
ity which  add  to  the  details  of  the  work  that  must  be 
done  in  order  that  data  may  be  available  to  answer 
promptly  inquiries  that  come  from  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Education.  Of  our  own  initiative  we  started 
a  line  of  work  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago  by  requesting 
all  of  the  teachers  to  send  to  the  office  each  morning 
for  inspection  any  and  all  pupils  who  did  not  seem  to  the 
teachers  to  be  quite  up  to  standard.  This  is  one  of  the 
new  ideas  taken  from  the  domain  of  Preventive  Medicine 
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which  is  now  doing  much  work  in  many  lines.  It  is  not 
a  state  requirement,  but  is  bound  to  become  one  in  the 
future,  judging-  by  the  experiences  of  the  past.  When  it 
does  come,  Ipswich  will  be  found  there,  as  she  has 
through  her  Health  Department,  which  in  several  in- 
stances anticipated  and  adopted  measures  that  were  af- 
terwards made  laws  by  legislation. 

One  thing  not  foreseen  at  the  time  this  work  was 
started  has  been  the  development  of  a  clinic  at  which 
first-aid  is  rendered  in  all  injuries,  and  it  is  rarely  that  a 
morning  occurs  in  which  there  is  not  from  one  to  several 
minor  injuries  requiring  first-aid.  This  has  enormously 
increased  the  amount  of  work  performed  by  the  Nurse. 
To  carry  on  this  work  certain  supplies  are  necessary,  and 
I  believe  the  School  Department  should  provide  them. 
The  expense  for  such  supplies  would  be  small. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  examined  in  the  High 
School  and  in  the  Grades  was  1475,  as  compared  with 
1608  last  year.  The  loss  was  almost  wholly  in  the 
Grades,  there  being  only  two  less  in  the  High  School 
than  last  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  shows  an  improve- 
ment each  year.  The  percentage  of  underweights  is  less, 
and  the  benefits  of  physical  training  and  athletics  are 
more  and  more  in  evidence  as  time  goes  on. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  teachers  for  the  spirit  of 
co-operation  they  have  shown  in  sending  the  children  for 
examination. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, and  to  all  others  for  courtesies  shown,  and  assist- 
ance rendered.

The  work  of  the  School  Nurse  has  been  greatly  en- 
larged in  its  scope  during  the  last  few  years  in  order  to 
keep  pace  with  the  progress  made  along  hygienic  lines. 
This  has  become  necessary  by  reason  of  the  changed  pub- 
lic attitude  toward  the  discovery  and  treatment  of  dis- 
eases themselves  and  also  by  the  shift  of  emphasis  from 
curative  to  preventive  measures.  The  development  of  the 
whole  boy,  body,  mind  and  soul,  is  now  considered  as  the 
objective  in  educational  effort  and  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  home  and  other  welfare  organizations  should  be 
realized  in  this  generation  of  school  children.  No  phase 
of  educational  work  is  more  deserving  of  a  practical  and 
scientific  consideration  and  treatment  from  both  a  social 
and  an  economic  point  of  view. 

Therefore  a  closer  scrutiny  and  inspection  of  home 
and  school  conditions  must  be  observed  and  maintained. 
The  recreational  as  well  as  the  working  conditions  come 
in  for  a  larger  share  of  attention  and  these  must  be  fol- 
lowed up  by  suggestions  and  improvements  wherever  pos- 
sible. In  a  word,  education,  in  its  newer  and  larger  as- 
pects and  conception  has  become  a  work  of  great  moral 
obligation  and  responsibility  to  the  end  that  individual 
happiness  and  national  security  may  thereby  be  pro- 
moted. 
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In  this  connection  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  work 
that  is  being  done  by  the  local  branch  of  the  S.  P.  C.  C. 
Few  of  our  people  realize  the  amount  of  misery,  moral 
delinquency  that  exists  in  our  midst,  and  fewer  still  are 
aware  of  the  amount  of  work  that  is  being  quietly  under- 
taken and  accomplished  conjointly  by  this  society  and 
the  School  Nurse  to  relieve  and  correct  these  many  un- 
wholesome social  and  moral  conditions. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  splendid  co-operation 
along  all  lines  of  relief  work  undertaken  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Cable  Memorial  Hospital.  Clinics  of  va- 
rious kinds  have  been  established,  and  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  we  as  a  community  may  look  to  this  hospi- 
tal as  the  place  for  the  scientific  and  skillful  treatment 
of  every  physical  ill. 

Much  has  already  been  accomplished.  The  agent  of 
this  society  has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  to  notice 
many  a  case  that  has  been  relieved  by  surgical  treatment. 

A  clinic  has  been  given  for  those  suffering  from  dis- 
eases of  mouth  and  throat.  The  removal  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids  has  furnished  relief  to  many  of  our  school  chil- 
dren, and  placed  their  feet  once  more  upon  the  road  to 
health  and  happiness.  Five  children  were  recently  taken 
to  Beverly  for  treatment  of  eye  defects.  They  were  ex- 
amined and  fitted  with  glasses  and  the  society  paid  the 
bill.  This  work,  I  understand,  is  to  be  done  at  our  hos- 
pital in  the  future  and  the  necessity  and  inconvenience  of 
going  out  of  town  for  such  service  will  no  longer  exist.
